13. No Permits koe IIose Attachments Alone.— 
Hereafter no permit* will be granted for hoeo attach- 
ments to he used for street-sprinkling alone, but only in 
connection with the ordinary supplier for domestic and 
manufacturing purposes will hand hose street-sprink- 
ling be permitted. From and after January l»t, 1865. all 
premise* having hose attachments for street-sprinkling 
9nlg will be assessed at the established rate* for all pur- 
poses for which water can be made available on the 
premise* from the street- sprinkler or hose attachment. 

22. Pkitii.koes er Watke Consumers. — W ater con- 
sumers are not guaranteed a specific quantity (except 
Where metres are used j of water for any purpose what- 
ever, but simply an ample quantity for the purposes 
named in tho permit; and all other uses the water is ap- 
plied to is iu direct violation of the agreement made be- 
tween the Water Company and the consumer at the 
time of granting the permit, and therefore subject to all 
reasonable penalties which the Water Company may see 
proper to iuipo*«. 

24. Use of Hand Hose.— T lie use of hand hose it per- 
mitted at all hour* ia the day for the purposes named iu 
the permit, except apriukliiig streets, yards, and gur- 
deii*. washing sidewalks, walks, steps, window*, and 
fronts; for these purposes the use of hand hose is restrict- 
ed to lour hours in each day. In the morning , between 
the hours of six and ei.ht o'clock, from 3lst of March to 
21st of September; aud during the remainder of the year 
between the hours of seven and nine o’clock. In the 
loaning, between the hours of five and seven o'clock, 
'~pm the 21st ot March tojiie 21st of September; amldur- 
g the remainder of the year between the hours of half- 
east three aud half-past five o’clock, and at uo other time, 
day or night. 

The use of hand ho*e in case of fire Is at all time© per- 
mitted, and may be Med by auy oue gaiuiug access 
thereto. 

The use of hand hose for washing locomotives, cars, 
•caches, or vehicles of any description, or for any pur- 
pose iu which the momentum of the water discharged 
from tlie jioee nozzle alone depended upon for produc- 
ing the requisite friction to effect w.wduug, is strictly 
prohibited, unless special permits shall have been grant- 
ed, and extia water rents paid for all such wasteful uses 
•t water. 

The use of hand hose for washing streets and gutters, 
and thawing snow o, ice, i* prohibited. 

The use of hand hose for apriukliiig streets, yards, and 
garden*, washing sidewalks, walks, steps, window*, aud 
fronts, with hose nozzle larger than one-quarter (J^J of 
an inch in disinter, is prohibited. 

The use of hand nose lor auy purpose whatever, with 
•lit nozzle©, is prohibited. 

Leaky hose attachments, brokcu caps and boxes, con- 
verting hose into jets for amusement, by either adults or 
children, suffering hose to run when not in use, arc all 
strictly prohibited. 

27. Constant Flow of Watke.— Watering-trough* 
in livery stables, stock-yard*, slang htcr-hsiiaes, Ac., will 
not be permitted to receive a constant flow of water, hut 
•niy in such quantities a* will supply the actual wants 
of tlie stock having access thereto. Neither will coutiuu- 
©u * streams of water he permitted to How from hydrants, 
faucets, draws, water-closets, urinals, or any other appa- 
ratus connected with the se» vice. pipe, cither for the want 
•f proper repair or tor protection agaiust frost. Iu case* 
where water is discharged into tanks and the building* 
thence supplied, the tanks must be kept perfectly water- 
tight, and the supply pipes to the same bo provided with 
ball-cocks, which must always bv kept in working order. 

30. Consumers’ I'knaltiks.— I f any party shall refuse 
•r neglect to pay the water rent wiLliiu ten days after 
it is due, the water will be turned off, aud not turned ou 
•gain until all back rent and fines are paid. 

Any consumer or subscriber violating, or permitting 
violations from kie attachment, of any of the Water 
Company’s tules and regulations governing the intro- 
duction, supply, and consumption of water, will he noti- 
fied thereof in writing, lell on the premises; and, if he 
then fails to appear promptly and pay the fine, the water 
Willin' shut off, aud a double lino imposed— which, in 
addition to all expenses attending tlie shutting off, will 
have to be paid before the water is again turned *n tho 
•remises, R© well as give satisfactory assurances that 
future abuses will not be permitted. In coses of persist- 
ent violations and disregard of the Water Company's 
rules, the service attachment of ferrule will bo with- 
drawn from the distributing pipe, aud the supply whol- 
ly discontinued. 

Fines for violations of rules to be imposed aud collect- 
ed in sums varying from two to iwouty dollar", accord- 
ing to the nature of the violations.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF TIIE 
TREASURY. 

In presenting to Congress Iiis annual report 
tn the stale of the finances, iu obedience to the 
requirements of law, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury feels that, while there is no occasion to 
distrust the ability of the people of the United 
Stales to bear the great and increasing burdens 
imposed upon them by the arduous and pro- 
longed struggle for national existence in which 
they are engaged, there is, nevertheless, much 
in the financial condition of the Government 
which requires careful and anxious considera- 
tion. Among the serious duties devolved upon 
him, the Secretary recognizes a full and clear 
exposition of that condition as first in impor- 
tance, in order that the wisdom of Congress 
may provide a remedy for existing evils, and 
guard against the recurrence of similar evils in 
the future. The Secretary’s assumption of office 
was so nearly coincident with the commence- 
ment of the present fiscal year that he would 
be naturally imi>cllcd to begin by stating the 
exact condition of the Treasury upon that day. 
Before proceeding to do so, however, a brief re- 
view of the financial measures adopted since 
the outbreak of the rebellion, and of their op- 
eration and etTect, may not be without value iu 
endeavoring to arrive at just conclusions with 
regard to the future. 

BRIEF REVIEW OF TUB FINANCIAL MEASURES OF 

i iil APMPfBnttnoy. 

On the fourth day of March. A I). 1- ,1. the 
national debt was comparatively so inconsidera- 
ble as hardly to deserve the name. Accustomed 
to a degree of prosper itv heretofore unexampled 
in the history of nations, the people of the 
United States had ^rown rich and powerful, 
without being conscious of national burthens, 
aud equally unconscious of their own vast anu 
increasing’ ability to sustain a weight which, 
could it have been anticipated, might have 
seemed altogether beyond their strength. Un- 
accustomed for a long course of years to great 
national efforts, it waa fortunate that their power 
of endurance should be tested only bv degrees, 
as the struggle which Providence hod prepared 
for them developed its vast proportions, and the 
necessity of great and long continued effort be- 
came apparent. Had it then been foreseen that 
what was believed to lie a contest for months 
was to be continued for years, and that hun- 
dreds of millions of public debt would be swol- 
len into thousands of millions before the close 
of that contest, it may well be doubted whether, 
ignorant as they were of their own immense re- 
sources, the people might not have shrunk ap- 
palled from an undertaking which contem- 
plated a sacrifice so far exceeding all former ex- 
perience. 

In his first report to Congress, made on the 
4th day of July, 1861, my predecessor estimated 
i he whole amount required for the service of 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 18(52, at $318,- 
'19^681 87. To meet this anticipated expendi- 
ture, Congress, by an act approved July 17, 
1861, authorized a loan of $270,000,000, which, 
with the ordinary revenues, was considered an 
ample provision for the exigencies «f tlie year. 
Bv au act approved August 5, 1861, Congress 
further authorized a direct tax of $20,000,000, 
and a tax of three per centum on the excess of 
all incomes over $600 per annum. It was not 
anticipated, however, i hat any revenue derived 
from these last mentioned sources would he 
available w ithin the year. Experience proved 
that the estimate of the Secretary, though 
founded on what seemed to be reliable data, 
was altogether inadequate, and iu his report of 
December 9, 1861, he was compelled to ask 
Congress to provide for a probable deficiency of 
$218,904,427 62. In the same report he esti- 
mated the expenditures of the fiscal year, com- 
mencing on the 1st day of July, 1862. at $475.- 
831,245 51. On the 30th of December, 1861, 
ind soon afterwards, most of the State bauk* 
suspended specie payments. 

In view of this condition of affairs, and of the 
large appropriations called for to meet the pub- 
lic wants, Congress passed various laws, which 
m ed only be alluded to. It had become mani- 
fest that, while much the largest portion of the 
imount required must be provided by loans in 
some form, resort must be had to a wider and 
more stringent taxation in order to preserve 
t he credit of the Government. Accordingly, 
ihe'act of July 1. 1862, called the Internal Rev- 
enue law, w as passed, providing fbr a levy of 
duties on various domestic m mufactures, upon 
trades and occupations, and also providing a 
system of stamp income and other duties. This 
important measure, it was hoped, would, in 
onueciiuii with the duties on imports aud the 
urns derived from other sources, furnish such a 
proportion of the revenue needed as would place 
the national credit upon a stable foundation 
t hrough the evidence thus afforded of a readi- 
ness to impose on the present a reasonable share 
f public burdeus, leaving to the future no more 
hnn in justice it ought to bear. If these hopes 
w ere not realized, the disappointment was per- 
haps imputable in a great degree to the fact that 
lie system adopted was one to which the p^o- 
le had not been accustomed; that the machin- 
ry whs complicated, tlie officer* who were to 
xccute inexperienced, and that sufficient allow- 
ance was not made for t he important element of 
time, which alone can give to any such sv.item 
the requisite efficiency. With a like view to in- 
crease the revenue and to sustain our own in- 
dustry under the burden imposed by the Inter- 
nal Revenue law, Congress, by aa act approved 
July 14. 1862, largely increased the duties on 
imports. 

It was justly believed that these measures 
■ould hardly fail to inspire confidence in the 
ability and purpose of the nation to meet all 
its obligations iu the present and the future. 
The necessities of the Treasury were, however, 
immediate. To raise money in large amounts 
by taxation, and even by loans, n quires in ire 
time than can al wavs be afforded, yyfith large 
rmies in the field and great navies afloat. The 
demands of war are imperative, and cannot 
await the tdovr process of financial negotiations 
to meet a demand thus urgent. 

Congress, by acts of February* 25 and Jnlv 18, 
1862, saw fit to authorize the emission of United 
States notes to the amount — including sixty 
millions' of Treasury notes previously author- 
ized, which were to be redeemed and cancelled — 
if three hundred millions of dollars,* a* a sub 
tii ute for coin, declaring them a legal tender 
»r all debts, public and private, and clothing 
them w ith all the requisites of currency. These 
►tea were convertible, at the will of the holder, 
into bonds of the United States paying interest 
at six per centum semi-annually in coin, to 
•cure which the revenue from customs, also 
_ fly able in coin, was specifically pledged Tho 
same act of Februrary 25, 1862, authorized the 
lie of bonds to the amount of five hundred ' 
millions, increasd subsequently to five hundred 
nd eleven millions, redeemable after five years 
and payable in tw*cuty years from date. 

Notwithstanding me ample provision sup- 
posed to bo made by Congress for the expend- 
itures of the fiscal year ending on the 30th of 
June. 1863, the report of the Secretary, sub- 
mitted ou the 4th or December, 1862, showed a 
deficiency for the current year of $276,912,- 
>17 66, w hile the estimated amounts of exjicnd- 
itures over receipts from ordinary sources for 
the succeeding year was $622,388,180 56. To 
rovide for the aggregate of these amounts, 
Congress, by an act approved March 3, 1863, 
authorized a loan of $300,000,000 for the cur- 
rent, and of $600,000,000 for the then next fiscal 
year. By the second section of the same act tho 
Secretary was authorized to issue, as a part of 
aid loan $100,000,000 in amount of Treasury 
notes, beariug interest at a rate not exceeding 
six per centum, pavablp in lawful money, which 
notes, payable at periods expressed on their 
face, might lie made a legal tender at their face 
value By the third section $150,000,000 of 
United States notes, of a like character with 
those previously issued under the provision* wf 
former acts, were authorized as a part of said 
loan. 

It will l>e seen that, by the several acts of 
Congress referred ,.t°» Government paper as a 
substitute for coin under the respective designa- 
tions of United States notes and Treasury notes 
might be issued to the amount of $850,000,000, 
viz: United States Treasury notes, not bearing 
interest, to the amount of $450,000,000, but of 
which $50,000,000 w ere to be held in reserve for 
the redemption of temporary deposits, and to 
be replaced as soon as possible, thus leaving the 
whole amount intended for circulation but 
$400,000,000; and $400,000,000 of Treasury 
notes, bearing interest, and which it was hoped 
and believed would not remain in circulation, as 
they could be made legal tender only for their 
face value without interest. 

In the preceding enumeration of the several 
acts passed by Congress with a view to provide 
the large means requited to meet tlie annual ex- 
penditures to a period including the fiscal year 
ot 1864, no reference has been made to the 
several auxiliary measures designed to meet the 
exigencies of the hour, but neither enlarging 
nor diminishing the amount required, and serv- 
ing no other purpose than a mere temporar* re- 
source. Of such was the act of March 1, 1862, 
authorizing the issue of certificates of indebted- 
ness, payable oue year or less after date, with 
fix per cent interest, and the several acts au- 
thorizing the Secretary to receive deposits at 
the Treasury for a period Dot less than thirty 
days, to be repaid at ten days notice. Of a 
somewhat similar character, from its necessarily 
limited amount, is the fractional currency au- 
thorized bv the fourth section of the act of 
March 8, 1863. 

TIIE DIFFICULTY OF MAR INOiCOERBCT ESTIMATES. 

The object ot the Secretary in calling atten- 
tion to these various acts of Congress, in con- 
nection of the estimates of his predecessor, is 
to show : 

First — The utter impossibility, in times like 
the present, of ascertaining, with any degree of 
certainty, prospective dpmunds upon the Treas- 
ury. Estimates on the most liberal scale may 
l>e, as they have been, found inadequate. Hence 
arise large deficiencies, occasioned by an unex- 
pected increase of military force in the first 
place, and upon a rise of price* tor material, 
invariably consequent upon military operations 
conducted upon a gigantic scale, even if the 
currency could be maintained in a sound and 
natui&l condition. 

Secondly — -The difficulty of fixing upon any 
policy not subject to the* contingencies of the 
hour* It is, in the Secretary's judgment, not 
only difficult but impossible to applv fixed rules 
to a condition of affairs constantly changing, or 
to meet contingencies, which no liumau wisdom 
can foresee, by a steady application of general 
laws, especially in a government and with a 
people where public opinion is the controlling 
element, 8nd that opinion is notunderthe direc- 
tion of those who may happen to administer 
public affairs. 

THE ISA UK OF TATES MONEY. 

Accordingly it has been seen that tlie attempt 



fo conduct financial operations on so immenst 
a scale upon a specie basis soon proved imprac 
ticable. Resort to some other species of cur- 
rency of a national character became unavoid- 
able, as was unanswerably demonstrated by mv 
predecessor, iu bis report of December, 1862 
Fraught with danger, as government paper has 
almost invariably proved, there was, under the 
Circumstances, no other resource. Of course 
the danger increases with enlarged demands 
upon the Treasury growing out of increased ex- 
penditures, a rise of prices occasioned by an 
increase of taxation on articles of consumption, 
the withdrawal of labor from productive pur- 
suits, accompanied by an aggravated demand 
for products and material incident to a state of 
war. The problem to be solved is, how to mit- 
igate the evil, if it cannot be fully .avoided. If 
loans < an be negotiated at reasonable rates, and 
the Treasury can thus be kept in a condition to 
meet current demands, it is not difficult to re- 
strain the circulation of government paper 
within safe limits. But this, not always certain 
iD a time of peace — though, with abundant re- 
sources, it always should be — is often found im- 
possible when war upon a large scale and long 
continued has created distrust. Heuce it has 
followed that, under the acts referred to, our 
bonds have assumed various forms, to suit what 
was supposed to be the choice of lenders. 

A STEMS FA-SIS NOT LOST SIGHT OP. 

Our notes have shown a similar divereitv of 
character. While it has been found impossible 
to avoid the necessity of using them to an ex- 
tent which could not but aggravate ths troubles 
incident to tlie necessities of our condition, yet, 
though forced to resort to the issue of paper for 
the time, the idea of a specie basis was not lost 
sight of, as the payment of interest on long 
loans In coin was amply secured. And though, 
in several of the acts authorizing the issue of 
bonds at long period, payment of the principal, 
at maturity, in coin, is not specifically provided, 
tke omission, it is believed, was accidental. 
As there could have been no intention to make 
distinction between the different classes of se- 
curities in this regard, it is respectfully recom- 
mended to remove all doubt upon this point bv 
proper legislation. Althongh the wisdom of 
thus securing the payment of interest on bonds 
in coin has been questioned, aad the pledge of 
the receipts from customs, to be collected in 
coin for that purpose, has perhaps facilitated 
the operation* of thos* disposed to enhance the 
price of gold for speculative purposes, tlie Spcre- 
tnn is of the opinioTi that these measures were 
not only wise bat necessary at the time, and 
greatly aided in sustaining public credit. 

THE ISSUE OF BONDS AND TREASURY NOTH*. 

Tlie expenditures for the preceding fiscal year 
so slightly exceeded the estimate* of the Depart- 
ment, that, at the last session of Congress, it was 
not considered necessary to increase the amount 
authorized to be borrowed by existing laws. 
Experience has shown, however, that some 
changes of form were advisable. By an act, 
approved March 3, 1864, authoritv was given to 
the Secretary to issue bonds to tike amount of 
$ 200 , 000 , 000 . in lieu of so muclfeof the loan au- 
thorized by the act of March 3. 1863. redeem- 
able after any period not less than five years, 
snd payable not more than fortv years from 
date. At a subsequent period of the session — 
June 80. 1864 — the. authoritv conferred by the 
first section of the act of March 3, 1863, was 
repealed, except so far as it affected an amount 
of seventy-five millions then advertised, and 
power was given to borrow four hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, on bonds redeemable after five 
'ears, and payable not more than five years 
from date. Bv the second section of the same 
act authority was conferred to issue, in lieu of 
the same amount of bond*, two hundred mil- 
lions of Treasury notes, which might be made 
a legal tender at their face value, bearing inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding seven and three- 
tenths per centum, payable in lawful monev, 
and convertible, at the pleasure of the Secretary, 
into bond* issued under the authority of said 
act. 

Tlie Secretary was further empowered to sub- 
stitute for Treasury notes issued under former 
acts an equal amount of notes such as were 
therein authorized. A table Is appended to this 
icport showing the amount issued under tho 
several act* herein before referred to, to the be- 
ginning of the present fiscal year, from which it 
appears that, bv the laws in force on that dav, 
the Secretary had authority to borrow, on the 
credit of the United States, the amounts folio w- 
irg, viz:

FINANCIAL OPERATIONS A It ROAD. 

Ti e item of “premium on gold shipped from 
Son Francisco to London” may also requite 
further explanation. In March, 1868, it became 
i ecessarv to transmit a considerable amount of 
funds to London for a special purpose for which 
ii n appropriation had been made by Congre**; 
and it was thought advisable to deposit a cer- 
tain amount of our securities with an cnliuent 
London banker against which bills might be 
drav n. Five-twenty bonds to the amount of 
ten millions were accordingly placed in the 
hands ot two distinguished citizens, to whoso 
care the negotiation Mas committed. The ne- 
gotiation failed, and the ten millions were re- 
turned to tlie Treasury and disposed of. It was 
thought advisable that the amount of four mil- 
lions should remain, and that exchange should 
be drawn against it and tlie bonds disposed of 
abroad if a favorable market should lie found. 
It appears, however, that verv nearly this 
amount of bsne Is in excess of the five hundred 
and eleven millions authorized by exuding loans, 
$510,760.1*00 having been disposed of. It is at 
least craestioiiable whether by this clause power 
is conferred to difjose of an amount* beyond 
that lix< d by existing laws. Additional legisla- 
tion may remove that doubt, should Congress 
thii k it advisable, otherwise they may be can- 
celled. Exchange having been drawn, it be- 
came necessary to provide funds to meet the 
bills at maturity, which was accomplished by 
shipments of gold from California.

If Congress should adopt the measures for in- 
eret..inu the internal revenue al an early day, 
the Secretary believes there raav b« ‘added to the 
receipts from that source $50^000.000, which, 
being deducted, tn©«% would remain to be pro- 
vided $482,371,188 02. 

IKK PUBLIC DEwr. 

The public debt, matured and in ituring during 
the year, is as before stated, $163,353,330 09. 
Front this may be deducted, as likely to be pro- 
vided for by new certificate* of indebtedness, 
$75,000,000.* Add this sum ($88,353,320 09) to 
tbe balance to lie provided for tbe expenditures 
of tbe year, viz: $482,374,188 02, and it makes 
the whole amount to be provided from loans 
$570,727,508 11. But as this would include so 
much of tbe existing public debt as would be re- 
deemed. exceeding certificates issued within the 
>ear, viz: $88,353,320 09, this sum is to be de- 
ducted from the amount to be obtained bv loans, 
viz: $270,727,508 11, showing the probable in- 
crease of tbe public debt during the year to be 
$482,874,188 02, which, added to $1,740,690.- 
489 49, would make the public debt on July 1, 
1866, $2,223,004,077 51, subject to such increase 
as may he occasioned should Congress not pro- 
vide for additional revenue, or should theiucome 
ftom ordinary sources fall short of the estimates 
submitted. 

I M IM ATED KK< £IPTS AND EXPF.NDITUKLS FOR THE 
FISCAL YEAR. 

Any est imate which may be made of the prob- 
able receipts and expenditures for the fiscal year 
must necessarily be liable to still greater uncer- 
tainty. This remark applies more particularly 
to expendituies, for while, if existing laws re- 
main unchanged, the amount of revenue may 
be calculated with reasonable certainty, it is im- 
possible to anticipate what the exigencies of 
war may require. On the oue hand this may 
call for increased effort, and on the other it may 
l e confidently hoped that the great struggle is 
m ar its tet minntiou. aud that, consequently, tlie 
estimate now submitted will prove far beyond 
tlie wants of the year. While any doubt re- 
mains, however, it would lie unsafe to assume 
any other basis of calculation than one pred- 
iniud upon the existing state of affairs. The 
receipts for the year ending June 30, 1860, are 
estln ated M follows:

mates, the. whole debt on the first dav of July, 
1866, would be found by adding the foregoing 
amount ol $422,256,005 to the estimated debt 
on July 1, 1865, $2 223,064,677, giving $2,645,- 
320,682 as the amount of the debt at the close of 
the next fiscal year. 

This calculation Is made on the same basis of 
receipts as that assumed for the current year. 
It is quite probable, in the judgment of the 
(V m mission er of Internal Revenue, that $300,- 
000, 000 may he received in another year from 
that source, without the additional legislation 
suggested by him. Should this supposition be 
verified, and tbe new taxes proposed for this 
' ear he laid and continued, an additional fifty 
millions might l>c exacted from internal reve- 
t ue. The Secretary has, however, thought it 
wiser to name $300,000,000 as all thut would 
probably be realized. 

It will be observed that the actual receipts 
fn m ordinarv sources for the last fiscal year 
varied materially from the estimates, particu- 
larly from customs and internal revenue. This 
variation is imputable, in great part, to the 
legislation of Congress at its last se-sion, in- 
creasing largely the rates of dntv on foreign 
nnd domestic articles. It is apprehended, how- 
ever. that similar results will not follow lor the 
residue of tlie present year iu both these par- 
ticulars. 

The increase of duties on imports under the 
net of June 80, 1864, has already had the effect 
to decrease importation* to a considerable ex- 
tent, and the tame effect will be likely to con- 
tinue. So that, estimating tbe receipts of the 
three remaining quarters bv those of the first in 
the light of former experience, it will not be 
safe to calculate upon revenue from customs 
much exceeding $70,000,000 tor the current 
year. In the judgment of the Secretary this 
disadvantage iu a financial point of view is 



more than counterbalanced by the stimulus 
afforded to domestic industry and the conse- 
quent increased revenue from that source. 

From internal revenue a different aud tar 
more favorable result mav be anticipated. It 
will be noticed that instead of $77,599,703 59 
there was received from this source in the past 
>ear $108,260,320 57 under the 6ame law which 
in ten months of the preceding year yielded 
only $37,6-10,787 95. The new law, which went 
into operation on tlie 1st of Julv last, largelv 
increasing these duties, although it will proba- 
bly fail to produce the amount of revenue hoped 
for, may, if not materially chaneed, together 
with the special income tax imposed bv the joint 
resolution of July 2, 1864. be safely estimated to 
produce the sum of $25,000,000, should th* 
business of the country be ordinarily prosper- 
ous. The same causes which, under preceding 
laws, produced so large an increase in the 
second year would be likely to have a similar 
effect, to some extent, nnder" the new law, so 
that at least the amount of $25,000,000 mav be 
expected from it in another year without the aid 
of a special income tax. 

But this amount is not,%and ought not to be, 
satisfactory. Three hundred millions at least 
should be realized from internal duties. It is 
for Conjhress to select the sources and devise the 
modes in which this most desirable result can 
be obtained, and the report of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue i6 referred to for his views 
on this important point, as well as for many 
valuable suggestions having reference to the 
same general subject. 

THE COLLECTION OF INTERNAL REVENUE, 

The Secretary will venture, with great defer- 
ence, to remark, that, in his judgment, a com- 
mission, properly constituted, for the purpose 
of inquiring as to profitable sources of revenue, 
and devising improvements in the modes of 
its collection, might, in a country of such varied 
production, and among a people' of such diverse 
industrial pursuit, elicit much information 
which would materiallv assist the deliberations 
of Congress and lighten its labors upon a sub- 
ject so new to legislative experience on this 
continent. As, however, a resolution pointing 
to this end did not meet the approval of Con- 
gress at its last session, the Secretary did not 
feel anthorized to institute an inquiry through 
such instrumentality, and he has been unable 
to adopt other effective measures for the same 
purpose. After mneh reflection and a careful 
revision of his opinions heretofore expressed in 
nnother place — to which, under the circum- 
stances. be may be pardoned for referring — the 
Sec retary feels obliged to say that he sees no 
other resource for raising the additional revenue 
so necessary to the national credit than those 
pointed out by .the commissioner. He is aware 
of the great difficulties attending the collection 
of the duties proposed, and feels all the force of 
he objections he retofore made to their imposi- 
tion. He nevertheless believes that a tax on 
tobacco, in the leaf or unmanufactured, if it can 
he enforced, i* the onlv mode by which a duty 
on the article can he collected fairlvand equally, 
and through which an adequate amount of rev- 
enue rati be obtained from it. He believes, 
also, that although a tax on sale? would proba- 
bly fsi il of col lect ion to some extent, yet. by 
applying to it stringent rules, requiring fre- 
quent periodical returns, verified by oath, 
coupled with tbe power to compel an exhibit of 
books of account, it might become a very large 
nnd important item of revenue. 

REVISION OF THE INCOME. TAX. 

The Secretary would further suggest, whether 
the Income tax should, not be collected upon all, 
without exemption, as the law as It is opens tbe 
door to innumerable frauds, and, in a young and 
glowing country, the vast majority of incomes 
are small, while all participate alike iu the 
blessings of good government. The adoption 
of a scale augmenting tlie rate of taxation upon 
incomes as they rise in amount, though unequal 
in one sense, cannot be considered oppressive or 
unjust, inasmuch as the ability to pay increases 
in much more than arithmetical proportions as 
the amount of increase of income exceeds the 
limit of reasonable necessity. From the results 
of experience, as well as from all the informa- 
tion received, the Secretary is well convinced 
that much revenue was not collected through 
n imperfect execution of the law, and more 
hrougb a fraudulent evasion of its provisions. 
Time and effort will, it is hoped, retnedv these 
evils in a great degree, and the confident 'expec- 
tations of those who framed it be realized. In 
lie meantime, no effort should be spared to 
>e* feet if, »s far as possible, aud no experiment 

0 increase its efficiency, of which there is a 
reasonable hope of success, should be left un- 
tried. 

A V A II -ABILITY OF MINERAL I.ANDS. 

Tn connection with the subject of increased 
xation, and the necessity of providing addi- 
tional revenue from ordinary sources. the Sec- 
eta rv cannot but call attention of Congress to 
ttr public domain, nnd more especially to that 
portion of it abounding in tbe precious and other 
metals, which, by the- policy of the Government, 
has been deserved to the nation. He enn add 
little, however, on these .points to what ha. 
lx en bi'tcfbfbre so ahlv set fort h by his pre leC'W- 
sor. The agricultural region has, through the 
operation of the Homestead law, almost ceased 
to afford a direct revenue. Whatever might be 
he opinions of the Secretary as to the good ef- 
fects of this Inw, either in a State or national 
x int. of view, it is not probable that anv expres- 
ion of those opinions would tend to effect any 
material change or modifications. Possibly, 
Ind the struggle in which the nation is now en- 
gaged been foreseen or even apprehended. Con- 
gress might have deemed it prudent not to 
adopt a s' stem which renders so large a portion 
>f the public domain unavailable as a basis of 
credit, either bv wav of pledge of its proceeds 
or an appropriation of these proceeds perma- 
nently to tlie creation of a sinking fund for 
the ultimate redemption of the public debt. 

In either aspect that, domain might have 
been made to render material aid; but 
mav still fairlv be questioned whether 
and to what extent such aid has not 
been afforded by the inducements offered to 
n immigration which is daily augmenting the 
Resources and power of the Republic. With re- 
gard to its mineral lands the. question is freed 
from this embarrassment. These lands are still 
he property ot th*. nation and mav be disposed 
f os. Con gre69 shall determine.' That they 
hould rield a revenue to the owner indepen- 
dent of the collateral advantages derived from 
individual enterprise in extracting the pAcions 
metals would seem to admit of no dispute. On 

1 lie one hand it mav he said that to *•■!! them 
Absolutely is to part with an unequalled and in- 

xbaustlble source of wealth and power, the 
ontrol of which should alwavs remain in the 
hands of the G ivernment. On the other, that 
nil attempts hitherto to realize anv considera- 
ble amount of revenue from any system of rents 
has proved unsuccessful it is to he hoped that 
Congress mav be able to devise some mode bv 
which these lands mav be made available to an 
extent in some just measure proportionate to 
their 'early production. Tlie question is one 
involving n knowledge of the subject which the 
Secretary does not now possess, and requiring an 
amount, of study nnd reflection which thus far 
he has been unable to bestow. The attention 
of Congress is invited to a paper on that sub- 
ject, prepared by direction of the Secretary, 
which accompanies this report, and will repay 
an attentive perusal. 

ESTABLISHMENT OK A SINKING FUND. 

The act of February 25. 1862. provides that 
the coin received for duties on imports shall, 
after paying interest on bonds and notes, he ap- 
propriated to the purchase of one per centum of 
the public debt, to be set apart with its accru- 
ing interest as a sinking fund, as the Secretary 
might, from time to time, direct. All expe- 
rience has proved that in a time of war, when 
expenditures must largely exceed receipts from 
ordinary sources, and large sums are borrowed 
in each ^nr, the attempt to establish a sinking 
fund invariably fails. It is, in fact, simply bor- 
rowing to lend again. For this reason no at- 
U mpt to carry out this provision has yet been 
made. As tbe time is approaching, however, 
when the present unnatural condition of affairs 
may be expected to terminate, it is well to con- 
sider whether some legislation, postponing for 
a time the operation of the provision referred to, 
and designating a board of officers as commis- 
sioners of the sinking fund, under proper regu- 
lations, may not be advisable — their duties to 
commence at such time as the 8ecretarv of the 
Treasury may designate. Such legislation 
should at least, show that the provision for a 
sinking fund is not intended to remain a dead 
letter upon the statute hook. When peace shall 
return, and with it the power to render that 
provision effective, should anv further aid he 
necessary, the Secretary would respectfully sug- 
gest whether such income as mav be received 
trom tlie public domain, from sale or in the 
shape of rents and royalty, may not be benefi- 
cially appropriated to the same purpose. 

DEFICIENCY TO UK PROVIDED FOR. 

From preceding statements it. appears that, 
exclusive of the receipts from ordinarv sources, 
the amounts following are to be provided, viz: 
For tbe fiscal year ending June 90. 1865. $570.- 
727.508 11; for the fiscal vear ending June 3ft, 
1866, $469,621,005 17— total. $1,040,848,613 28 
Deduct amount now authorized, and balance 
in the Treasury July 1, 1864, $560,063,^88 02. it 
leaves a balance to be. provided for bv addition- 
al legislation of $480,286,326 26. It will be ob- 
served that this balance is predicated upon con- 
tingencies which may Dot occur, and calcula- 
tions which may prove deceptive. It would be 
unsafe, therefore, to limit so closely the pro- 
visions to be made by Congress tor meeting the 
expenditures of this and the succeeding years. 
To raise a Inrge portion of the amount necessa- 
ry to meet these authorized expenditures, it is 
obvious that recourse was to be had to loans 
which have been already in part negotiated. 
Tbe necessities of former vears have led to mauv 
expedients, as is apparent from the diversity of 
forms which our securities present. As the 
debt increases from year to year, borrowing 
becomes more difficult. Embarrassed as the 
roumrv is with two systems of banking, and 
obstructed as the Government is bv a currency 
whollv beyond its control, it is manifest that to 
push its own circulation far, if at all, beyond its 
present limit, could onlv he justified by ab- 
j-olute necessity. To thrust onr securi- 
ties upon the market in such amounts as it 
is not aide to bear, and to retain no check upon 
stock-jobbing combinations, must exercise a 
disastrous effect ui>on public credit, and operate 
injuriously upon large numbers who have here- 
tofore invested their means liberally and con- 
fidingly in Government issues. The Secretary 
is not unmindful that in the opinion of many 
persons conversant with financial matters a re- 
course should be had to foreign markets, and In

New York, Dec. 13. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 10th says: The 
news from Georgia yesterday was of a somewhat 
exciting character. The enemy, who had been 
marching down the Ogeehee river with three 
corps, oue ou the north aud tw r o on the south 
side, endeavored to unite their forces, but met 
with considerable resistance from the Confeder- 
ates, and at last accounts had not effected their 
object, which was also prevented in part by the 
uulavorablenees of the river approaches. 

On Wednesday, the 7th, the demonstrations 
of the Federate on the ferries on the Savannah 
river became more determined, and they man- 
aged to get some of their infantrv across the 
flats within 6ight of the river. Here we were 
well prepared, and our artillerists did good 
work. 

It was supposed that they would be compelled 
to abandon the attempt from some cause, either 
lack of ammunition or inability to get their 
cannon in position. The Yankees made very 
little use of artillery and this added confidence 
to our troops. 

It was reported the enemy had effected a 
landing on the Cosawatchie river below Poco- 
tnllgo, but they had not been able to reach the 
railroad. 1 

The Augusta Sentinel of the 7th says;. Ad- 
vices in reference to Sherman’s movements are 
very meagre. The advance was reported to be 
skiimtebiDg Tuesday, December 6th, at Station 
iwo-and-a-half miles from Savannah. They 
were pressing vigorously toward Savannah, and 
we have no doubt that a decisive battle between 
the raiders and the patriot forces has taken 
place the result oi which we may be enabled to 
announce this afternoon. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 10th says: 
There is no news later than the 7th. At that 
time the entire force of Sherman was combined 
on the east side of the Ogeehee. On the 6th it 
advanced no less than eighteen miles. His men 
were represented as much fatigued, and their 
spirits flagging. In numbers they were 20,000 
muskets and a most enormous wagon train. 

The country in his rear was swarming with 
stragglers and deserters, who are begging or 
pillaging at every house. Citizens who have 
tulked with the officers concur in the declara- 
tion that they are universally disgusted with the 
expedition, and the officers spoke very freely of 
Sherman’s plans. 

They 6aid be would not risk anv engagement 
if he could help it, because he had no ammuni- 
tion to spare, hut would make his way to the 
pea-coast at the nearest practicable point. The 
ncnn h&d three or four hundred negroes with 
them. 

They had no arms, but were merely oam{>- 
followers, slipping off and making their way 
lx unc at every stopping, to be replaced by 
othef. 

No attention is now paid to the general order 
of 8berman, issued at the beginning of the 
march, and the whole country has been pillaged 
by mobs of soldiers without officers.

Accuikxt on' T in; Bai iimobe and Ohio Rail- 
road.— The collision which took place east of 
MartiuBburg on Tassdnv, anil which resulted in 
the death of Capthir: James W. Walters, con- 
ductor of the westerc bound train, lava the 
Wheeling Intelligencer, occurred in consequence 
either of a mistake of a telegraph operator, or a 
misapprehension of the despatch on the part of 
the conductor of the eastern bound train. Vf. 
E. Ilogans, heretofore put down as wounded, 
was, instead, almost instantl.r killed. The east- 
ern bound train met with an accident at Rat- 
tling bridge, a short distance cast of Martins- 
burg, on the same day. A car was thrown from 
the track and two soldier* were killed, and other 
| persons were injured. This occurrence detain- 
ed the train several hours, and it was running 
rapidly to make up a portion of the time lost 
w hen the collision occurred When the two 
trains came together, two or three persons 
jumped from the baggage-car and escaped un- 
hurt. Walters appears to have been stauding 
] near the door of the baggage-car, aud was 
caught between the end of that aud the follow- 
ing ear, as they raised up against cacli other. 
The trickling of blood down fra ill the wreck, 
was the first warning the survivors received of 
his horrible fate. 

Thk Capture or the Bdockadb-Runnkr 
Vixen. — The steamer Vixen, recently captured 
by tbe Rhode Island, while attempting to run 
the blockade olf Wilmington, has on board a 
valuable cargo of |p m all arms, drugs, aud 
blankets. She is a new steamer, on her first 
voyage, English built, of a faultless model, to 
attain a high rate of speed, aud equipped with 
two splendid horizontal engines. Previous to 
her coming in contact with the Rhode Island, 
6he had been unsuccessfully chased by two of 
our blockading steamers, and outran both of 
them. The pursuit by the Rhode Island was an 
exciting one. Valuable cases of rilles were 
broken out of the- bold, hoisted on deck, and 
thrown overboard to lighten her and attain, if 
possible, a greater speed. She was driven to 
her utmost, the buckets in her wheels became 
loosened, from tlie tremendous velocity of their 
revolutions, and went crashing through the top 
of the paddle-boxes. Tlius went “bucket” 
afier "bucket” until her powerful engines drove 
the bare arms of the •W heels— mere oars with 
the blades broken off. In this condition she 
was when the Rhode Island came alongside, 
and took her in tow, she being literally with- 
out motive power. The Vixen had a crew num- 
bering forty men, and her captain U an ex-ofii- 
ctr of the English navy. 

Stealing a Ride.— The Schenectady Star tells 
the following: “On Conductor Kincaid’s train, 
on the New York Central, the other night, a 
lady with a vast circumference of hoop occu- 
pied a whole seat as the cars went out of this 
city. Taking up tickets the conductor evident- 
1} suspected something when he came to this 
lady, and politely requested her to rise, as he 
thought 6he was sitting on something which 
had been left on the seat. She demurred, and 
lie insisted. She said she wouldn’ t, and he said 
she must, and finally she did, and not only that, 
but she stepped out into the aisle, blushing tre- 
mendously, aud insisting that she ‘didn’t know 
it,’ when lo, and behold! a bouncing babe of 
tbe male persuasion, only sixteen years old, 
was discovered curled up on the floor! How 
the delightful creature had got there was a 
mystery to her, of course— as much so as was 
tlie presence to Joseph of a chicken in Joseph’s 
hat. The lady was about to anathematize the 
young gentleman in the most approved manner 
of injured virtue, hut he took the words out of 
her mouth by pleading piteously, ‘Please now, 
Auntie, pay my fare.’ Auntie did.” 

Governor Brown vs. Jeff Davis —Gov- 
ernor Brown, of Georgia, has published iu the 
newspapers another message to the Legislature 
of that State. The near approach of General 
Sherman rendered ita direct transmission to 
that body unprauUoable. He protests must 
emphatically against the recommendation ot 
Jefl'Duvis to the rebel Congress to repeal allacts 
aud clauses exempting persons from military 
service, aud to rest in the Executive the power 
to detail whomsoever lie may see fit to pursue 
business avocations. Such a government, Gov- 
ernor Brown insists, would utterly annihilate 
“State sovereignty,” and subvert the “great 
constitutional lights of the people,” and destroy 
tlie frci dom of tbe press. This law, he declares, 
would give the President power to say how 
many editors he w ill tolerate, and leave to his 
-discretion what sort of editors he will have, and 
the principles which they shall advocate, thus 
I rostratiug the public press at the feet of the 
President, and using it for the base end of ‘ ‘over- 
throwing constitutional liberty and establishing 
despotism.” The Governor continues: ” 

He demands, further, that tne Slate govern- 
ments shall tie placed absolutely tinder his c ‘u- 
troi, aud that it be left to his ‘‘discretion” how 
many members and officers may attend each 
session of the Legislature, and what shall be the 
ages of tlie members, and, if he chooses, what 
shall be their political sentiments. It is also to 
be icti to bis “discretion,” how many judges of 
tlie euperio-, interior, or other courts, each 
State may have, and what shall tie their ages; 
how many sheriffs, cloika, tax-collectors, jus- 
tices of the peace, etc , he will toiomiu ni each 
Suite. With Ibis power the minister of religion 
can no longer exercise the high functions or 
iiis culling without a detail from the- President; 
thus placing the lreedom of religion abso- 
lutely under his control, permitting him 
to determine how many ministers may 
be necessary, tbe localities where they 
shall labor, and tbe denomination to which 
they shall belong. When Congress enacts a law 
that a man can publish a newspaper, preach the 
gospel, or exercise the functions of a legislator, 
only at the discretion of the President, "it con- 
verts the republicanism of tbe Confederate 
Slates into tbe despotism of Turkey, makes tbe 
Pi esident a dictator, and prostrates the liberties 
ol tbe country, tbe independence of the press, 
and the religious principles of tbe people at his 
feet.” Even the “Lincoln Government” has 
Dot attempted any such encroachment, and 
Governor Brown in advance enters his “solemn 
pi ( test against this monstrous proposition, 
w hich, if adopted by Congress, will not onlv en- 
danger tbe success of our cause, by breaking 
tbe spirit of onr people, which may precipitate 
counter revolution, but may, and I fear will, 
engender a strong feeling for reconstruction 
with the odious Government of the North aa the 
only means of escape from a worse despotism.” 

Rebel Barbarity. — From officers on board 
the hospital steamer R. C. Wood, the Evansville 
Journal learns some particulars of another act 
of savage barbarity and fiendish cruelty on the 
part of the rebels that loudly calls for retaliation 
on the part of the Federal authorities. In the 
inarch of Cooper's forces to Clarksville from 
Jobnsonville, some of the men straggled and 
were, picked up by the guerillas or rebel cavalry 
that hung on the rear of the column. Twelve 
of these, after being thus captured, were drawn 
up in line by the fiendish scoundrels and shot in 
cold blood. Ten of them fell dead, and two of 
them, severely wounded, were left for dead on 
ibe ground, but recovered sufficiently to drag 
themselves within onr lines. 



Snow and Suffering on the Plains — A 
party of voyagers from Idaho reached St. Jo- 
seph last Wednesday, coming via Denver City. 
They were caught In a severe snow storm, being 
completely shut up. and suffered severely. Most 
of their mules perished, and wagons had to be 
abandoned, as well as cooking utensils and sup- 
plies. The party subsisted for several days on 
parched corn, which was prepared by a fire 
made from willow twigs, the only fuel to be 
bad. After leaving every thing behind, the 
party walked about one hundred and twenty 
miles, and slept on the snow at night, with com 
for a diet. Many persons on tlie plains have 
suffered mneh by the severe storms, and it is 
feared many have perished. 

Col. Latham. — The Wheeling Intelligencer 
understands that Gen. Sheridan recently dis- 
missed from the service Col. Geo. R. Latham, 
Congressman elect from tbe 2d district, who 
commanded at New Creek at the time of the late 
disaster at that place. It is understood that the 
Secretary of War declined to approve of the or- 
der, but Col. Latham ia now under arrest and 
confined to his quarters at Grafton to await trial 
by court- martial.

It is a document of great importance 
We observe that the National Intelligencer 
points out the fault-finding of the New York 
Post and Commercial Advertiser, the party or- 
gans of the Secretary, while our venerable con- 
temporary at Washington submits that “due 
allowance should be made for the difficulties of 
the position held by the Secretary and its com- 
parative novelty to him. No one can fail to 
mark in his report the traces of that doubt and 
hesitation which spring from both of these or- 
gans.

Hence the plea wbffli he makes in defence of 
his confessed failure to “fix upon any pelicy” 
when be says that it is, in his judgment, “not 
only difficult but impossible to apply fixed rules 
to a condition of affairs constantly changing, or 
to meet contingencies which no human wisdom 
can foresee, by a steady application of general 
laws, especially in a government and with a 
people where public opinion is the controlling 
element, and that opinion is not under the di- 
rection of those who may happen to administer 
public affairs. ” 



ifg- Sherman’s thirty days’ raid will be a his- 
toric event, but his track has been developed 
frem rebel accounts. On the 10th ult. the 
movement had been commenced from Rome and 
Kingston — General Slocum’s wing going by the 
Georgia Railroad, consisting of the 14th and 
20th corps, and General Howard’s wing, com- 
prised of the 15th and 17th corps, in which Gen- 
eral Sherman fixed his headquarters. A division 
of cavalry was attached to each under Kilpat- 
rick. As far as the railroad was used it was de- 
stroy ed as the army moved over it. On the 12th 
the public buildings at Atlanta were burned. 
At the elese of the first week Sherman was at 
Jonesboro, twenty-two miles south of Atlanta, 
where Howell Cobb had been in command of 
the Georgia militia and a few regular troops 
when Atlanta was evacuated, but he fell back 
before Sherman’s advance as far as Griffin, and 
even beyond that point. On the 19th Sherman 
was thirty miles from Macon, and up to this time 
Slocum's wing had reached Canton, Cherokee 
county, or rather a detachment of it, while the 
main body was at Covington, forty-two miles 
cast of Atlanta, on the Georgia railroad. How- 
ard's column did not advance beyond Griffin, 
but turned castwardlv, through Indian Spring, 
crossed the Ofmulgee at Planter’s Ferry, and 
reached Eatonton on the 20th, through Con- 
cord and Montieello. Slocum continued his 
route from Covington to GTeenboro, on the 
Georgia road, and thence moved in a southerly 
direction, and concentrated with Gen. Howard 
at Eatonton on the 21st. The whole force 
pushed on to Milledgeville, the Legislature and 
State authorities fleeing before it. In the mein 
time, cavalry feints in the direction of Macon 
were withdrawn to the Oconee. On the 23d 
Sherman left Milledgeville, Slocum going east- 
wardly and Howard southerly to Gordon, to cut 
the Central road. This diversion seems to have 
puzzled the rebels. Some thought Augusta was 
his objective point, and Bragg was sent there 
yvilh a large army to defend it. General Wayne 
was sent to assist the rebel Wheeler in holding 
Howard in chack at Oconee Bridge, but the 
river was crossed, on the 24th, while Slocum 
passed it at Milledgeville. During the next 
three or four days we hear of movements at 
Sandersville, Sparta, Washington, and other 
places, but there were many cavalry diversions 
to conceal the real route. On the 29th Slocum’s 
cavalry advance was at Waynesboro, thirty-two 
miles south of Augusta, and General Foster 
moved from Port Royal with gun-boats, under 
Admiral Dablgren, to attack Pocotaligo and 
Grnhamsville, on the Charleston and Savannah 
Railroad. On the 30th Kilpatrick was within 
six miles of Savannah, while Sherman was

in the direction of Darien, but fell back to 
Millen, where theentire force again concentrated 
From this point we catch but glimpses of 
Sherman’s progress. The Charleston papers 
say he broke up his camp at Lewisville on the 
2dinst. and passed through Millen in the direc- 
tion of Savannah. The news from Port Royal 
to the 7th, states the success of Foster’s expe- 
dition in destroying the Pocotaligo bridge, 
while Sherman had cut the other railroad com- 
munication to prevent Savannah from being re- 
lieved by reinforcements from any point North. 
The scouts of Footer had communicated with 
Sherman's forces. 

Our latest advices from Richmond state that 
Sherman’s demonstrations on Savannah b*d 
become more determined on the 7th, and that 
he had marched down the Ogechee river with 
one corps on the north bank, and two on the 
south, and was concentrating within two and a 
half miles of Savannah. These rumors come 
from the apprehensions of the rebels, and it is 
generally believed that he has no intention of 
going to 8avannah, as his army is without siege 
guns, but will strike for Ossahaw Sound, 
where be can be in communication with the 
South Atlantic army and navy. If he should 
have effected this bv last Satuardy the expedi 
tion will have consumed but a month. When 
Sherman was about to cut loose' from his com- 
munications at Atlanta he telegraphed to a u* 
val friend at Washington and said he oxpected 
to meet him on the coast about Christmas. Gen- 
eral Grant has expressed his opinion that the 
longer Sherman delayed on the route the batter 
would his work be accomplished. So we hive 
a fortnight more to spare for the carry ing out 
of the entire programme as originally projected.

g-jyLast week the President -001 a message to 
the Senate, in reply to Mr. Sumner’s resolution 
calling for information relative to a proposition 
of British subjects to give aid to the rebellion. 

It appears from the correspondence thns laid 
before Congress that Lord Wharucliffe informed 
Mr. Adams that the Liverpool Bazaar produced 
about £17,000, and asked permission for an ac 
credited agent to visit the military prisons with- 
in the Northern States, and distribute aid to 
their inmates. He denied that any political end 
was aimed at, or any imputation that Confeder- 
ate prisoners were deprived of such attention as 
the ordinary rules enjoin, and added: “Tne is- 
sue of the great contest will not be determined 
by individual suffering, be it greater or less, and 
you whose family name is interwoven with 
American history, cannot view with indif- 
ference the suffering of American citizens, 
whatever their state or opinions.” Mr. Adams 
replied that It has never been the desire of 
the Government to treat with unneces- 
sary or vindictive severity any of the misguided 
individual parties in this deplorable rebellion 
who have fallen into its hands in the regular 
course of the war, and that he should greatly 
rejoice if the effects of such sympathy could be 
extended to ministering *o thejr mjptal fit- 
ment, as well as their bodily laiiferingflhus com 
touting to pnt am end to a struggle which 
cmerwhe is too likely to be only procrastinated 
by their English sympathizers. Mr. Seward re- 
plies as follows to the application received 
through Mr. Adams:

Washington, December 5, 18(14. > 

Sik : I have received your despatch of the 
18th of November, No. 807, together with the 
papers therein mentioned, viz : a copy of a let- 
ter which was addressed to you on the 12th of 
November last by Lord Wharncliffe, and a copy 
of your answer to that letter. You will now 
inform Lord Wharncliffe that permission for an 
agent of the committee discribed bv him to visit 
the insurgents detained in the military prisons 
of the United States, and to distribute among 
them seventeen thousand pounds of British 
gold, is disallowed. Here it is expected that 
j our correspondence with Lord Wharncliffe will 
end. That correspondence will necessarily be- 
come public. On reading it the American people 
will be well aware that, while the United States 
liaTe ample means for the support of prisoners, 
as well as for every other exigency of the war in 
which they are engaged, the insurgents who have 
blindly rushed into that condition arc suffering 
no privations that appeal for relief to charity, 
either at home or abroad. The American peo- 
ple will be likely to reflect that the sum thus 
msiduously tendered hi the name of humanity 
constitutes no large portion of the profits which 
its contributors may be justly supposed to have 
derived from the insurgents by exchanging with 
them arms and munitions of war for the coveted 
reductions of immoral and enervating slave la- 
jor. Nor will any portion of the American people 
be disposed to regard the sum thus ostentaitouslv 
offered for the relief of captured insurgents as a 
too generous equivalent for thsnlevastation and 
dissolution which a civil war promoted and pro- 
tracted by British subjects has spread through- 
out the States which before were eminently 
prosperous and happy. Finally, in view of this 
last officious intervention in our domestic af- 
fairs, the American people can hardly fail to re- 
call the warning of the Father of our Country 
directed against two great and intimately con- 
nected public dangers, namely, sectional fiction 
and foreign intrigue. I do not think the insur- 
gents have become debased, although they havo 
sadly wandered from the ways of loyalty and 
patriotism. I think that, in common with all 
our countrymen, they will rejoice in being saved 
by their considerate and loyal Government from 
the grave insult which Lord Wharncliffe and his 
associates, in their zeal for the overthrow of the 
United States, have prepared for the victims of 
this unnatural and hopeless rebellion.

The 
best arms in the possession of the Government 
will be furnished to these troops, and they will

Cannot Kentucky add a regiment to 
Hancock’s corps? We should like to see a 
•thousand of onr returning and returned veterans 
join the “Old Guard,” for such it will undoubt- 
edly be, and, as such care has been taken in the 
selection of the materials to compose It, we 
hate no doubt it is destined to perform signal 
and honorable service in the closing scenes of 
the struggle to put down the rebellion. 



The Link ok this Chief Justices — In tlie i 
pioccediDgs had in the Supreme Court of the 
United States on Wednesday of last week, in 
commemoration of the death of Chief Justice 
Taney, that magistrate was styled the fifth in 
the line of our Chief Justices. In other places 
lie has been styled the fourth, and in still others 
the sixth. The National Intelligencer says the 
nation results from the omission or inclusion 
of one or other or both of the names of John 
Rutledge and William Cushing, of whom the 
former was appointed Chief J ustice by President 
Washington, and took his seat on the bench, 
but was rejected by the Senate, and of whom 
the latter was appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate, but never acted in that 
capacity. The circumstances of their respective 
cases are 06 follows: 

While John Jay was absent in England, en- 
gaged in the negotiation of the British treaty of 
1 1*94, he was chosen Governor of the State of 
New York. Anticipating bis resignation of the 
office of Chief Justice, President Washington 
offered the vacant post to John Rutledge, of 
South Carolina. la fact, Mr. Jay’s resignation 
was received on the 30th of June, 1Z.5, and on 
the following day the President ordered tha 
commission of Mr. Rutledge as CIV Justice to 
be made out as of that date. Till appointment 
of the President and the promulgation of (be 
British treaty, as negotiated by- Jay and ratified 
by the Senate, reached Charleston, the residence 
of Rutledge, about the same time. The indig- 
nation of the majority of the people of 
Charleston at the terms of the treaty knew no 
bounds, and Rntledge, sharing in this popular 
sentiment, addressed an excited assemblage on 
the subject in language of reprehension and re- 
proach, which symbolized with the most violent 
diction of President Washingtoa’s political op- 
ponents. As Judge Rutledge had been a no lees 
trusted than able member of the Federal party, 
his “imprudent sally,” as Alexander Hamilton 
styled it, was read with “pain, surprise, and 
mortification.” Hamilton took up his pen in re- 
ply to Rutledge's onslaught on the treaty and 
the entire Federal party, not knowing that he 
had received the appointment of Chief Justice 
before he had takefi his stand against the con- 
vention of Jay, was indignant at his defection, 
or at the false complaisance of the President, as 
some supposed, when the intelligence of his ap- 
pointment was made public, without its being 
known that tha honor had been tendered to him 
before his opposition to the treaty was indicated. 

Chief Justice Rutledge took his seat on the 
bench at the August term of the Supreme Court, 
which opened at Philadelphia on the 21st of that 
month, in the year 1795. . On the adjournment 
of the Court, after a session of but a few days, 
he returned to Charleston. In November or the- 
same year he proceeded to Augusta to hold a 
term of the Circuit Court, and soon afterwards 
set out to hold the circuit in North Carolina, 
but was overtaken by sickness on the way. His 
long and incessant labors had impaired the 
vigor of his constitution, and, under the access 
of disease, his mind gave way. The rumor of 
his failing health conspired with the political 
rancor of the Federal majority in the Senate to 
procure his rejection by that body. ‘ ‘The Sen- 
ate’s refusal to confirm his appointment,” says 
the biographer from whom we glean these 
memoranda, “extinguished the last spark of his 
sanity.” A burning and a shining light in our 
Revolutionary period, his sun went down in a 
cloud. He died on the 18th of July, in the year 
1800. 

After the rejection of Rutledge by the Senate, 
President Washington nominated Wm. Cushing, 
of Massachusetts, who was one of the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court, to fill the va- 
cancy. He was unanimously confirmed by 
the Senate, and held his commission about a 
week, when, on the ground of failing health, 
he returned it, declining the appointment. He 
never actually presided as Chief Justice, and 
hence his name has sometimes been omitted 
from the line of the Chief Justices of the United 
States. If we include both Judge Cushing and 
Judge Rutledge in the category, Judge Chase 
is the seventh. The order of the succession is 
as follows: John Jay, John Rutledge, William 
Cushing, Oliver Ellsworth, John Marshall, 
Roger B. Taney, and Salmon P. Chase. 



I®- While the President, in his late message, 
gives an encouraging view of our national af- 
fairs, one of bis chief newspaper organs throws 
several pallsful of cold water upon us and our 
hiffh pEpeetutions. The Now York Times 
thinks it is certain that the time has arrived for 
a strict national retrenchment. It says: 

We arc spending at a frightful rate. Out 
taxes are 6tretchea almost to the extremity. 
The gold-bearing loans will soon come to an 
end, from the limit fixed by the gold returned 
in duties. New loans will be placed and readily 
taken, but they cannot meet probably one- 
half of our daily expenditure. Production 
itself— the measure of our wealth— is al- 
ready feeling the effect of the loss of 
labor, and has diminished in the most im- 
portant cereals about seven per cent dur- 
ing the last year, instead of increasing, as 
we had hoped it would do. It is true that the 
most remarkable and fortunate development of 
our mineral resources during the last three 
years, in the produce of the mines of Colorado 
and Nevada, and the sudden discovery of pe- 
troleum in immense quantities, give us much 
fiopo for the future. Still we are spending on 
a gigantic .'<*a!e. There is a limit even to the 
power of this natlou in bcai lug a public debt. 
It should always be borne in mind that national 
bankruptcy is among the thiugs possible. Ol 
the crushing of the rebellion there can be no 
doubt, but it may be gained through the de- 
struction of the public debt. Bankruptcy in 
the free States would be a calamity of which, in 
all the material evils of this war, we have never 
yet experienced even the resemblance. 

The “loss of labor” which the Times appre- 
hends, the President think* will find a principal 
replenishing m-eam in immigration to repair 
the ravages of internal war and its waste of 
national strength* and health. Our taxes, the 
Times says, are stretched almost to the extrem- 
ity, but the President says “men readily per- 
ceive that they cannot be much oppressed by a 
debt which they owe to themselves.” The 
Times suggests that “national bankruptcy is 
among the things possible,’’ but the President 
says the public debt on the 1st of July last, fell 
short of a preceding estimate of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, which fact exhibits a satis- 
factory condition and conduct of the opera- 
tions of the Treasury. The Times says there 
is no doubt as to the crushing of the 
rebellion, “but it may be gained through the 
destruction of the public credit.” The Presi- 
dent says we have more men now than we had 
when the war began; we are not exhausted nor 
in process of exhaustion; we are gaining 
strength, and may, if need be, maintain the 
contest indefinitely as to men. Then, our na- 
tional resources arc now more complete and 
abundant than ever; inexhausted and inexhausti- 
ble. The President's message, in the language 
of the Stock Exchange, “bulled” the hopes of 
the country, but the Times, with its “bearing,’’ 
grunts and groans, tumbled all our expecta- 
tions to the ground. 

The Tax on Cigars.— The Committee of 
Ways and Means have before them a resolution 
explaining so much of the internal revenue bill of 
June 80, 1864, as relates to the tax or duty on 
cigars. The true construction and meaning is 
thus stated: The tax shall be assessed on the 
real value, and the price for which the same 
shall have been sold or alleged to have been 
•old or offered for sale shall only be an item of 
evidence to enable the inspector and assessor to 
ascertain the true value. The assessed value 
shall never be- less than such alleged price or 
value. Whenever the owner or possessor (as 
agent) of cigars shall fix the value thereof, or 
allege a certain price for which he pretends to 
have purchased them or offers them for 
sale, if the inspector or. assessor shall deem 
such price below the real value, he shall 
be at liberty to take the same at the price 
for the use of the Government, giving 
the owner or agent a certificate of the value, 
who shall be paid the same on presentation to 
the Treasurer of theUnited States or his deputy. 
The returns relative to cigars required by the 
ninetieth section of the act may be made 
monthly or bi-monthly instead of weekly, as 
may be directed by the assessor. Manufactur- 
ers of cigars shall be allowed to have their 
cigars inspected and stamped, and to return 
and pay the tax upon the same at any time 
before as well as at the time of sale. The 
stamp shall always indicate the actual afnount 
of the tax paid or payable.

That all persons in public office, 
and all housekeepers, are ordered to regulate 
tbeir 6toves and lurnaces according to the indi- 
cations of one of the official thermometers, and 
that any person allowing a heat of more than 
sixty-five degrees shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

Resolved, 4. That the clerk of the weather be 
instructed to dispense with the differences of 
climate and of season, until the temperature of 
tbe globe has been able to adapt itself to the 
notions of the Committee of Ways and Means.

with hie gold, and declaring the pieces of undi- 
minished value; there were the Puritans of Eng- 
land, who increased the virtues of women by 
shortening their top-knots; there was the great 
Mrs. Partington, who kept off an inundation 
by swabbing it up with her broom; there were 
many French kings who used to prescribe how 
much each of their subjects should eat and 
drink; in short, there are any number of dis- 
tinguished precedents for both the logic and 
the practices of the great statesman of Peun- 
sj lvania. 

gay The Hou. George H. Yeaman has intro- 
duced a bill to provide for the restoration of tho 
civil authority of the United States iu certain 
8tates. It proposes that whenever a civil gov- 
ernment, republican in form, and compatible 
with the Union and the Constitution of the 
United States, shall be established by the peo- 
ple, or administered as it existed on tbe sixth 
day of November, eighteen hundred and sixty, 
in any 8tatc now or since that day not repre- 
sented in the Congress of the United States, 
such State shall in all matters be held and treat- 
ed as a State of the Union, and its government 
guaranteed. In organizing or administering 
any government in any such State, no person 
shall be entitled to vote except citizens having 
the qualifications prescribed by the laws thereof 
in force on the day of the Presidential election 
in 1860. No law or usage of any such State 
shall be held to defeat or abridge the right to 
freedom which any person or class of persons 
may be adjudged entitled to, under any law of 
the United Slates or any prder or proclamation 
of tbe President, by a court of competent juris- 
diction. All questions touching the status of 
persons in such States and the titles to property 
are remitted to the courts. This bill of Mr. 
Yeaman 's was referred to the Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs. 

igf-The London Spectator has some very sen- 
sible remarks upon the Dc Hoghton address of 
the British secession sympathizers to the people 
of America, and tbe moral influence of the 
imposing array of names appended to it. It 
says: “It is very probable that if he had pro- 
posed an address to the people of America, re- 
questing them to extinguish slavery at any cost, 
he would have got the same people in general 
to sign it, and without any consciousness of in- 
consistency. These foolish addresses from masses 
of persons who have never thought practically 
about the matter in hand at all, and aim vaguely 
at peace without considering the obstructions, 
like a man who aims at a robber through an 
opaque door, never bit any mark, and never 
ought to do.

Tiif Situation. — The object in the rebel Gen- 
eral Lyon in crossing the Cumberland scents to 
be to damage our railroads, destroy public and 
private property, and conseript men into 
Ilis brigade numbers about twenty- 
live hundred men, finely mounted and well arm- 
ed. Monday night he advanced from Hopkins- 
ville to Hardinsville, a little town on the Mem- 
phis Branch Railroad, between Clarksville and 
Russellville, where he halted long enough to 
lire the depot, and burn a large amount 
of tobacco stored in the vicinity nnder sheds. 
Yesterday, he established his headquarters at 
Elk ton, in Todd county, and advanced a por- 
tion of his force up the railroad to threaten 
Russellville. Col. Johnson, commanding at that 
place, in the evening telegraphed to Bowling 
Green, and to headquarters in this city, that he 
was skirmishing sharply with the rebels a few 
miles from the town, but they outnumbered 
him, and he was slowly falling back. Gen- 
eral. Ed. McCook, with a brigade of cavalry, 
moved from Bowling Green to Russellville in 
the afternoon, and, no doubt, will pay his rc- 
pects to General Lyon to-day. McCook’s brig- 
ade is well mounted, and his gallant boys will 
soon capture, or drive the rebels to the south 
side of the Cumberland river again. We can- 
not understand why Lyon has been wasting 
time by demonstrating on the Memphis Branch 
Railroad. The line is of no importance to 
the Govrenment, and by destroying it he 
only affects private interests. It would seem 
that bis raid was made not to inter- 
rupt General Thomas's communications, but 
to damage private property. lie will ob- 
tain a large number of horses in his foray, 
and perhaps 6well his ranks with conscripts, but 
if McCook presses him closely, he will have to 
abandon all. The armies around Nashville are 
again showing signs of activity and life. The 
picket lines have been strengthened, and the 
lively skirmishing adds new interest to the front. 
We understand that an important movement is 
in progress, and the quiet of the situation be- 
lom many days will be broken. If we mistake 
nm, General Thomas will soon assume the of- 
fensive. He is strong enough to advance, 
and, if Hood docs^not open the ball 
by an aggressive movement, Thomas will 
startle him out of his quietude. A vague ru- 
mor, discredited by the military authorities, 
says Biej^Hnrldge has reached the Cumberland 
yesterday was engaged in crossing his 
uand to the north bank of the stream.

Brigadier-General P. A. C. 8 , a prisoner 
of war, has been paroled to act in the capacity 
of Confederate agent to supply prisoners of war. 
He has established his headquarters in New 
;k, and is devoting his time and labors to 
ake comfortable the rebel soldiers held by us 
as prisoners of war. Out of a fund furnished 
by the Confederate Government, he supplies 
them with clothing, blankets, and provisions. . 
Capt. Jones received a note from him yesterday 
requesting that a correct list of the prisoners 
confined in the Military Prison of this city be 
forwarded to him, in order that he may furnish 
them with whatever articles they are in need of. 
According to the agreement, an agent has been 
appointed for our prisoners in rcbcldom, and 
their wants can be - upplled in the same man- 
. ncr. .The arrangement is calculated to result in 
good, as it establishes a form of treatment in 
regard to the captives more in accordance witli 
the principles of humanity than thus far has 
characterized the acts of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment. Because a man is brave enough to 
face danger on the battle-field, and is so unfor- 
tunate as to be made a prisoner, it is no reason 
why he should be made the innocent victim of 
hatred and revenge. Let bs hope that the hot 
blood is cooling, that the dictates of reason will 
be heard, and that the policy Inaugurated is the 
dawning of a brighter day. 

Fight at Newcastle — Jesse Routed— 
Briikm.watkr in Hot Pursuit — About 9 o’clock 
yesterday forenoon, Captain Bridgewater, at the 
ad of his gallant State troops, reinforced by 
fii^^kiumc Guards from Henry county, made a 
descent upon Jesse at Newcastle, and, after a 
spirited engagement, routed the outlaw band. 
The guerillas numbered about fifty, while Bridge- 
water’s entire force was not less than one hun- 
ted and forty men. Jesse lost fifteen men, 
idled and wounded, in the fight. The gueril- 
las were put to flight, and the citizens of Port 
Roval reported, that, when the baud passed 
through that place on the full gallop, Bridge- 
water was not more than eight minutes behind 
him. Jesse headed the disordered column, and 
everv man rode as if life was at 6take. It was 
thought that the State troops would overtake 
the outlaws, and succeed in capturing a large 
portion of them. 

Gentry. — After the repulse of Gentry's squad 
nt Beard's Station, the outlaws paid their re- 
spects to Long Run, Jefferson county, where 
they pressed their suppers and horse-feed from 
the citizens of the village and vicinity, and left, 
going toward Shclbyville. They acknowledged 
the loss of one man (Estes) and the slight wound- 
ing of another in the arm. They had with 
them a negro soldier, who was acting in the 
capacity of a servant for the Captain, and was 
a willing follower of their fortunes. He, with 
ten others, had been captured on one of the 
trains recently destroyed on the Louisville and 
Frankfort Railroad. 

g-jy-.Mr. 8 W. Blunt, one of the members of 
the commission appointed to select a site for the 
establishment of a Navv-Yard on the Mississippi 
river and its tributaries, arrived in the city yes- 
terday, and became the guest of the Galt House. 
Admiral C. H. Davis, U. 8. N., and Colonel A. 
SL Bowman, U. 8. A., are expected here on 
fiur-dav. when the suitableness of Louisville 
and vicinity for the location of the Navv-Yard 
Will be inquired into. 

CJrLieutcnant Morris, who, for several months 
has been officiating in the capacity of Adjutant 
at Barracks No. 1, has resigned his commission 
in th e army. Lieutenant Samuels succeeds him 
utnta to Major Magruder. 

SspGeorge Wilson, a darky, armed wife free 
papers, got into jail yesterday, by stealing a pair 
of boots. George will hardly be able to steal 
liimsqlf out of prison. 

Vincent, a slave of Mr. Phelps, broke into 
a house in the lower part of the city, but was 
discovered, and put to flight. He was subse- 
quently arrested and lodged in jail. 



Sev enth Pennsylvania Cavalry —The gal- 
lant 7th Pennsylvania cavalry, Colonel Wyn- 
koop’s old regiment, is now encamped near the 
city. The 7th is a veteran organization, and at 
present it numbers thirteen hundred men, brave 
and dashing fellows, line specimens of the 
hardy mountain race of the Keystone State. 
The regiment is fresh from the arduous duties of 
an active campaign at the front, and, as soon as 
the boys are remounted, they will again be ready 
to meet the foe. The 7th is one of the oldest 
cavalry organizations in the service, and it has 
a fame that will prove as imperishable as the 
pages of history. Colonel Sipes, a well-tried 
and dashing officer, is now in command of this 
regiment, 

(S' Lieutenant Charles Swope, of the 4th 
Kentucky cavalry, and son of Hon. S. F. Swope, 
of Pendleton county, Ky., has just returned to 
his home, at Falmouth, from Columbia, 8. C., 
where he was held as a prisoner of war in the 
hands of the rebels for four or five months. He 
was captured in the McCook and Stoneman raid 
south of Atlanta. Lieut. Swope escaped on the 
2Gth of October, and made his way to the Federal 
blockading fleet at Georgetown entrance, where 
lie embarked in the Government transport Ful- 
ton for New Yoik. He tells the same story re- 
laled by all of our escaped prisoners of the 
kindness and sympathy everywhere exhibited by 
he negroes toward Federal soldiers. 

tfT One day last week a party a[ soldiers, 
ugaged in the impressment of burses, went to 
ilie farm of Mr. G. A. Washington, in Robert- 
n county, in the pursuit of their business. 
Mr. Washington, thinking they were actiug 
without orders, fired upon and killed one of 
him. The fire was returned and Mr. W. 
lightly wounded. Thesoldicrs further retaliat- 
ed by burning bis barn, breaking into his resi- 
dence, destroying his furniture, and committing 
other outrages. Col. Downey, commanding at 
Sp ringfield, so soon as he heard of what was 
going on, sent out a detatehment of men. put a 
slop to further depicdations, aud arrested those 
engaged in them. 

Mcrdi lbil— A negro man named Thomas 
supposed from a pass found npon his personAo 
tie a servant of Brgadier-Gcneral Eli Long, Uni- 
ted States volunteers, was taken to hospital 
No. 5 (colored) in New Albany, on Saturday 
night, in ambulance from Louisville. The right 
iidc of his head was crushed in a terrible man- 
ner, apparently from licks received with the 
butt of a gun or heavy bludgeon. He was in an 
insensible condition when received at the hos- 
pital, and soon after died. The Coroner held an 
inquest upon the body, hut nothing was elicited 
to throw light upon the manner he received his 
injuries. He was no doubt murdered by parties 
iu Louisville. 

dT The St. Louis Dispatch of the 2 1th says 
that a person calling himself Colonel Charles 
Carpenter, formerly “Chief of Scouts,” while 
tu route from Memphis to that city on ,n. steam- 
boat, on which were also the “Peak Family,” 
induced the latter to give a concert on board for 
the benefit of a poor woman and four children, 
who were among the passengers. Each passen- 
ger paid a dollar, and quite a handsome sum 
was realized. The “Colonel” got possession of 
it, and “mizzled” when the boat reached Cairo, 
leaving the poor woman “minus," and the 
“Peak Family” and passengers somewhat in- 
dignant. 

igy- The New Albany Ledgor learns that there 
are a large number of refugees in and around 
Jeffersonville, some of whom seem to have no 
homes oi habitations but old stables, barns, log 
houses, &c.. in the woods back of the city- 
These women arc of a degraded nature, and 
their children arc actually suffering for the 
want of that care which the mothers of them 
so grossly neglect. In one or two instances 
children have been found dead in the woods — 
actually starved or frozen to death. 

Assassin — The sup- 
posed murderer of Enrolling Officer Freeman, 
in Sullivan county, Ind., says the Wabash Ex- 
press, was arrested this side of St. Louis, a few 
days since, and is now confined in the county 
jail.

Soon after Freeman was killed, he fled the State, 
leaving his family in Sullivan, and his wherea-

Nashyille, Decj$. 

The weather has moderated considerably to- 
day, imd, at this hour, 8 P. M., it is thawing 
rapidly. 

Very little has been done on the lines to-day. 
The rebels have ventured out of their gopher- 
holes, and, In many places, resumed their old 
lines, on which none were yesterday visible. All 
our forts hav# done more or less tiring to-day, 
but apparently with little damage to the enemy. 
Skirmishing between the lines was renewed to- 
day with greater earnestness than lias been dis- 
play ed for several days past. The enemy yes- 
terday fell back to his main line, but to-day has 
reinstated hie forces on his outer lines. 

Despatches give full confirmation of the 
success of Gen. Rousseau’s troops under Gen. 
Milroy over the rebels. 

Gen. Bates’s division is within two miles ol 
Murfreesboro.' 

Nothing has been heard of the rebel brigade 
that crossed yesterday at Cumberland City. 

Despatches were received to-day from Gen. 
Rousseau at Murfreesboro. Affairs there are 
ali right. The General expresses confidence^ 
his ability to hold the place against any force 
the enemy has at his disposal.

Washington, Dec. 13. 

SENATE. 

Mr. Sumner presented a petition from Lake 
& Bro6., Brokers, for indemnity for f 10, 000 in 
U. 8. Certificates they had lost; referred to 
Finance Committee. Mr. Sumner also intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the President to trans- 
fer a gun-boat to the Republic of Liberia. 

Mr. Sherman introduced a bill appropriating 
$1,000,000 for the construction of six Revenue 
Cutters for the lakes. 

Mr. Howard introduced a petition from the 
Collector of the Port of Detroit, praying for 
relief from the operation of the joint resolution 
of the last session, increasing the rate of duties 
of i in ported articles fifty per cent ; the petition 
was referred to the committee on finance. 

Mr. 8hernan reported a bill authorizing the 
construction of six Revenue Cutters for service 
on the lakes, and appropriated $1, 000,000 or so 
much as is necessary for that purpose. He ask- 
ed that the following letter from the Secretary 
of the Treasury be rend ; 

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of 3 onr letter of the 7th inst., requesting in- 
formation as to the number of revenue cutters 
now employed on the lakes, their efficiency, anl 
tbe necessity of their increase. The number of 
cutters heretofore maintained on the Northern 
lakes, was six. They arc sailing vessels of such 
build and rig as to prevent their cruising with 
efficiency. In 1861, five of them were directed 
to be brought down the St. Lawrence river to 
the Atlantic coast, that they might be used in 
tbe preventative service. 

One was left on the lakes, but was found to 
be worthless, and sold during the last winter. 
A contract was made with the parties to build 
an efficient steamer for revenue service on Lake 
Eire, which vessel is so nearly completed that 
her trial has been ordered for to-day. This is 
the only steamer belonging to the Government 
a p] *11 able to revenue purposes on all the lakes. 
The necessity, however, for preventing smug- 
gling along our Northern frontier, which the 
Go\ eminent has satisfactory evidence is carried 
on to a great extent, induced the Secretary to 
charter two steamers for temporary service, one 
on Lake Eiie aud on on Lake Ontario. One of 
tbe.-e was lost on entering the Cleveland Har 
bor. and the charter of the other has expired, 
and she has gone out of service.

Mr Eliot offered a resolution for the read 
mission of Louisiana. Referred to the Cim- 
inittee on Rebellious State . 

Mr. Cole, of California, introduced a bill 
granting lands to certain California railroad 
companies. Referred to the Committee on Pub- 
lic L^nd. Also a bill to establish a mining de- 
partment. 

Mr. Cole moved to refer it to a 6clect com- 
mittee. The matter was laid over. 

Mr. Chandler, of New York, introduced a 
resolution suggesting a reduction of the tax on 
mineral coals. 

The House resumed the consideration of the 
League Island Navy-yard bill. 

Mr. Pike, of Me., moved to lay the subject on 
the table. Agreed to. 

Mr. Collins moved to reconsider the vote by 
which Mr. Eliot’s pioposition was referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. He w arned it to 
be sent to the Committee on tbe Rebellious 
Slates. It wa* read for the information of the 
House. It prop ses to admit Senators and 
Representatives in Cong res- under the new Con- 
stitut ion of Louisiana. The reference was re- 
considered. 

Mi. Eliot remarked that when lie designated 
the Committee on the Judiciary it was bee tuse 
that standing committee was the proper one 
for the examination of the question, aud be- 
cause a bill looking to the same end has bee a 
heretofore referred to the Committee on the Ju- 
diciorv. He did not suppose the subject would 
receive anything but kindness from the Com- 
mittee on the Rebellious States, nor had we any 
reason to believe that that Committee was op- 
posed to this resolution. He would have no 
objection to such reference. The resolution 
w .is then referred to the Committee on the Re- 
bellious States. 

Tlie House then took up the joint resolution 
reported last session by Elijah Ward, of N. Y., 
from the Committee ou Commerce, authorizing 
notice to be given to the President to terminate 
the reciprocity treaty w ith Great Britain, and to 
appoint Commissioners to negotiate a new 
treaty, based on a true principle of reciprocity 
as affecting tbe treaty between the United 
States and British North American possessions. 

I he question pending from last session w r as on 
rin- passage of I be resolution. This was not re- 
considered, w hen Mr. Morrill offered a substi- 
tute, setting forth that the terms of the treaty 
are not reciprocal and satisfactory, providing 
for the adjustment of any matters of difference 
between the two governments, and requesting 
ike President to give to the government of 
Great Britain and Ireland, as required bv the 
5th article of the treaty of January, 1854, for the 
the termination of the : rue. The original reso 
hi! ion, as amended by Morrill's substitute, avus 
then passeed, by yeas 85, nays 54. Adjourned. 

Headquarters Akmy ok the Potomac, I 

December 11. \ 

The movements in this Department, which 
have l>een in course of execution for the past 
few days, have finally been developed, aud now 
tbe objects intended to he accomplished may be 
given to the public, as well as tbe results at- 
taint d. It was known that the euemy were pro- 
curing large supplies lor their troops by way of 
the Weldon Railroad to Stony Creek, whence 
they were wagoned to Petersburg. The cavalry 
force sent there some ten days ago not being 
able to effectually stop their operations, the 5th 
corps, with Gregg’s cavalry, and the 3d division 
of the 2d corps were detached to effectually put 
a stop to it by destroying the railroad as tar 
south as Hicksford, aud, ii possible that station 
also. 

At daylight on Wednesdav, the column start- 
ed south on the Jerusalem road, the cavalry 
taking the advance. Ou arriving at a point 
nineteen miles from Petertburg, they diverged 
from the road about a mile to the right, where 
the} reached the Nottaway river, and the c >m- 
mand at once commenced crossing. They 
bivouacked on the other side for the night. At 
Hi A. M. on Thursday, the pontoons were 
taken up, and the column started, leaving a 
cavalry detachment to pick up stragglers. Ou 
reaching a point two miles beyond Sussex 0. 
H., some cavalry were encountered and driven 
back to where the Weldon railroad crosses the 
Nottaway river. About noon, a small force oi 
the cnemv’s cavalry made a dash in between 
our cavalry and the advance of the infantry, 
but were soon routed, with a slight loss on both 
sides. Here a cavalryman was found, *who had 
evidently been murdered aud stripy el of even 
his boots. 

The advance then commenced the destruction 
of the railroad by burning the bridge across the 
Nottawav, and continued to Jarrel’s Station, 
bivouacking at that place on Thursday night. 
Fridav morning au early start was made, and 
in the eveniug the advance reached a point near 
Hicks’s Ford, where the enemy were found to 
be in some force, and having a battery in posi- 
tion, w ith strong works on both sides of the 
Meherin river. After the position hud been 
examined, an attack was deemed impracticable 
on account of the strength of the works and 
the difficulty of approaching them, particularly 
with artillery, and it was determined to carry 
tlie line of works on this side, and destroy the 
depot, which was successfully done During 
this charge. Col. Sargent, of the 1st Massachu- 
setts, is said to have been killed, 

Troops were seen moving into position at this 
point as though they had Just arrived, and the 
fire from tlie rebel batteries soon after showed 
that they had l>een reinforced. It now became 
dark, aiid began snowing and freezing. The 
troops camped in the vicinity for the night, and 
in the morning started on their return march, 
reaching Sussex Cohrt-house and halting there 
Saturday night. The rebel cavalry and a small 
body of'tbcir infantry followed aud endeavored 
to annoy our rear-guard, but each time they 
were driven back with loss. This evening the 
, Nottaway was reached, and the command 



crossed in safety, where tfcev found a part of the 
9th corps, which had started to their aid in case 
of an engagement. To-morrow thev will ail 
l»e back in their old position in front of Peters- 
burg. 

Fortress Monroe, Dec. 11. 

The steamship Guiding Star, from New Or- 
leans, arrived here this morning, disabled, in 
tow of the steamer 8. R. Spaulding, having 
broken her shaft. She brings a large number oT 
passengers, and despatches from General Caukv. 
All the passengers go North by the mailboat io 
Baltimore, tbe condition of the steamer ren- 
dering it impossible for her to proceea to sea 
without assistance. Among the passengers of 
the Guiding Star are General A. L. Lee aud ser- 
vant. Colonel George B. Doake, A. A. G.. Cap- 
tain J. B. Merchant, Colonel O. M. Jones, Lieu, 
tenant R. Granger, Captain J. Bradburv, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander McConn, Colonel S.'S. Tur- 
bell. Lieutenant Hawv, Major Brighorn, and 
others. 

The weather continues very stormy. 

Nashville, Dec. 13. 

The situation is unchanged. No advance has 
been made by the Federal troops as yet. Grape- 
vine information was that an advance was to 
Lave been made to-day, but no movement was 
made by our forces. Some skirmishing tran- 
spired on the Harding pike, and several guns 
were dislodged from Fort Negley. No results 
are reported. The slippery state'of the ground 
renders locomotion impossible, and hostilities 
.w ill be postponed until a change of the weather 
occurs. 

Bai.timokk, Dec. 13. 

The Charleston Courier of the 6th inst., con- 
tains the following : We have received no defi- 
nite intelligence of any farther fighting on the 
coast. We hear, however, that the enemy is 
quite active in that quarter, and his main dem- 
onstrations will next be made against Coosa- 
hatchie, while by feints at Pocotaligo and Gra- 
hamsyille, he will endeavor todevide ourforccs, 
And distract the attention of our officers. 

New York, Dec. 13. 

Gold has been dull during the morning, at 
2 33J4 <w 2 84M. Tlie bulls attempted to 
break the monotony by a rumor that Butler had 
been defeated, but the effect of the rumor was 
hardly felt In the afternoon the market was 
wi akcr, and declined a quarter. 

In a fireman’s fight early this morning, be- 
tween companies 53 and 40, a number of mem- 
bers and other parties ware shot, cut, and 
wounded. 

Ac cident on the Chicago Air Line Rail- 
road — The 7 P. M. Express train on the Chi- 
cago Air Line Railroad, that left Cincinnati last 
Saturday evening, was partially thrown from 
the t: estle about half a mile from Logansport,and 
several persons very badly bruised, although no 
lives were lost. The accident was caused by 
the displacement of a switch. The engine and 
tender, fortunately, although they leftthe track, 
w ere not seriously damaged*, but the baggage 
car and two passenger cars were thrown into 
the w ater. 

The most serious casualty was that of a sol- 
dier, who, having served three years in the army, 
and had been mustered out without having 
received a scratch, lost an arm. 

Roger A. Pryor. — T he friends of this notori- 
ous character in Richmond have failed to make 
a martyr out of him. Gen. Lee, in a telegram 
to the Richmond Whig, denies the statement 
that he had demanded Pryor’s release, and says 
that Gen. Wilcox, in front of whose lines he 
was captured, sent a statement in regard to his 
capture to Geu. Grant aud asked his release. 
Gen. Grant referred the application to Gen; 
Meade, who indorsed upon it that Pryor was 
captured while violating the' orders of both 
armies, and as retaliation for Capt. Burbridge’s 
capture, and could not be released. 

Raid in Arkansas. — T he Memphis Argus of 
last Thursday learns that Lieutenant 8tevens, of 
the Picket Boat, with a party of his men, made 
a descent upon the headquarters of Captain 
Reasons, whose company of guerillas have been 
hovering in the vicinity of Mound City and the 
Ridge for sometime. So complete was the sur- 
prise, the Captain had to make his way through 
a back window, leaving his saddle-bags (filled 
with valuable papers) and a number of swords, 
pistols, and other property of value, all of 
which were secured and taken to department 
headquarters. 

Massachusetts Mormons. — T he Gloucester 
Telegraph says that in Georgetown ami in 
Groveland, in that 8tate, there is a large society 
of Mormon believers. They believe in the full 
Mormon faith, have a church organized, with 
regular membership by baptism, and have ser- 
vices every Sunday. Quite a number of believ- 
ers have emigrated from that section to Utah 
within a few years. , 

ifsTKoMuth has three nephews in the L'uiou 
army: Colonel L. L. Zulavsky, who, w’hen Gen. 
Asboth was disabled in the late severe engage- 
ment at Mariana, Florida, took the command 
and brought the action to a successful close; Maj. 
A. Ruttsiagg. commanding the l^t Florida cav- 
alry, and Lieut. E. Zulavsky, in his brother’s 
i egiment. 

(3TA detachment of recruits were about leav- 
ing Augusta, Me., for tbe front last week, when 
some official thought it would be well to search 
them before starting, and no less than sixty of 
the bounty-jumpers were found to have on 
complete suits of citizens’ clothes under their 
uniforms, all ready for desertion at the first op- 
portunity. 

The Havana papers state that affairs in 
the British West Indias remain unchanged. Iu 
Baibodoes .and Granada the cane-fields look 
well and promise good yield. In Trinidad there 
is much sickness. The small-i>ox is venfbad in 
Jamaica, and is spreading rapidly over the 
idnnd. Business continues stagnant in that 
sland.

two acts of Corctpss, one of which is still in 
force, authority Ims heen^tiveu to negotiate a 
foreign loan. This, if practicable at all, on 
terms which the Secretary could feel justified in 
accepting, would in his opinion, at the present 
time and under existing laws, be so inconsidera- 
ble in amount that Its effect would be merely 
temporary, and would afford an allegation 
rather than a relief. Our bonds have already, 
to a considerable amount, been sought for 
abroad, and to that extent the home market has 
been relieved and strengthened. Communica- 
tion with Europe is now so easy and regular, 
intelligence is transmitted so rapidly, business 
facilities are so abundant, that foreign markets 
are almost at our own doors, and a demand 
abroad is felt almost at the moment and snp- 
plied without injurious delay. To effect a for- 
eign loan would not, as it has seemed to the 
Secretory, add much if at all to the whole 
amount of sales unless stimulated bv efforts and 
Inducements which onr financial condition has 
not as yet called for, and though a certain ad- 
vantage might be gained in the power to con- 
trol in some degree the rateof foreign exchange 
by the deposit of a large sum to be drawn 
against as occasion might require. The possi- 
ble benefit thence to be derived has not seemed 
sufficient to counterbalance other and opposing 
considerations. This nation has been able thus 
far to conduct a domestic war of unparalleled 
magnitude and cost without appealing for aid 
to any foreign people. It was chosen to dem- 
onstrate its power to put down insurrection hr 
its own strength, and furnish no pretence for 
doubt of its entire abilitv to do so. cither to do- 
mestic or foreign foe. The people of the U nited 
States have felt a just pride in their position 
before the world. In the judgment of the Sec- 
retary, it may well be doubted whether the na- 
tional credit abroad has not been strengthened 
and sustained bv the - fact that foreign invest- 
ments in our securities have not been sought 
by us, and whether we have not found a pecu- 
niary advantage in self-reliance; bnt however 
this mav be, it seemed to the Secretary that 
even if inclined to attempt the negotiation of a 
foreign loan, the time was unpropitious, and [ 
the difficulties attending such a negotiation, 
while exchange was subject to rapid and violent 
fluctuations, upon any safe, term*, appeared al- 
most insurmountable. Whatever risk was to 
be incurred must necessarily fall upon the Gov- 
ernment. He thought it wiser therefore to wait 
until events should have more fully demonstra- 
ted the inevitably favorable result of the contest | 
in which the nation is engaged, which time he 
believes to be near at hand, rather than venture 
upon an experiment which, if successful, could 
afford but tcm|X>rary relief, and a failure in 
which might be attended with evils of a verv 
serious character. Believing the country can, if 
it will, sustain for a long time to come anv 
burden which the war is likely to impose, the 
Secretary has deferred an undertaking which 
seemed to him so doubtful of success and so 
questionable in its results. It mav be added to 
these considerations that to have the interest 
on our public debt payable at home, and to onr 
own rather than to a foreign people, are ad- 
vantages the value and importance of which 
can hardly be too highly estimated. 

TUB GREENBACKS AFLOAT. 

The whole amount of national circulation not 
bearing interest, exclusive of fractional currency 
and of notes issued by national banks, is limited 
to four hundred millions of dollars, subject to 
slight occasional increase from the fiftv millions 
held in reserve for the payment of temporary 
deposits. Of five per cent interest bearing 
notes, there were outstanding on the 1st of No- 
vember last $120,519,110 To a considerable 
extent these notes have been, and will continue 
to be, used as onrrenev. Those with coupons 
have been found particularly objectionable. 
Although withdrawn to a certain extent, while 
the interest was maturing, they are liable to be 
j eriodicallv mshed upon the market. In con- 
sideration of this feature a large amount— viz, 
about ninety millions of the original issue of 
$150,000,000 of these coupon notes — have been 
withdrawn and destroyed, and their place oc- 
cupied by notes payable in three years, bearing 
interest at six per tentum, compounded semi- 
annually. This is believed to be the best form 
of interest-bearing legal tcader notes, as being 
more likely to be withdrawn and held until ma- 
turity as an investment. Of these, $15,000,000 
in amount were issued under the act of March 
3. 18G3. and about $90,000,000 under the act of 
June 30, 1861. The total amount of interest- 
bearing notes ontstandingon the 22d of Novem- 
ber last was $210,222,870. What proportion of 
these may he considered as an addition to the 
circulation I am unable to determine To that 
extent, whatever it may be. they contribute to 
the amount of the currency, and thus in some 
degree occasion, and in a still greater degree 
sustain, an increase of |priccs and depress 
values. 

THE NATIONAL BANK CURRENCY. 

The amount of bills issued to the national 
banks, a6 appears from the books of the Comp- | 
trolier of tha Currency, was, up to the 22d of 
November inclusive, $65,160,210. As these 
banks have absorbed espial which might other 
wise have been invested in State corporate in- 
stitutions, and in many instances have taken 
the place of those institutions by conversion, 
tliese issues cannot be regarded as so much 
addition to the body of currency. The returns 
on file at the Department show that the whole 
circulation of the Slate hanks on the 1st of 
January, 1804, was $109,920,129, while the 
whole circulation of such banks for the month 
of July, 1804, returned to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, and which embraced, with a few trifling 
exceptions, all of these institutions outside 
of the rebellious States, was only $126,196,- 
OfiG 72. The diminution is $43,729,522 28, which, 
deducted from $G5,1G0,2}0. leaves $21,436,687 72 
as the amount of increase to November 22, 
1864. 

On the supposition that the circulation of 
State hanks has not been enlarged since July, 
the subsequent returns, though incomplete, 
would tend rather to show a diminution since 
that date. Argning from the fact that State 
banks have almost ceased to he current in some 
of the Northwestern States, it may well be 
doubted whi ther, under the limitations of the 
law authorizing national banks, the establish- 
ments of then; institutions has n eliul the effect 
rather to limit than iucrease the whole amount 
of cirenlation. It is observable that, notwith- 
standing the apparently large circulation of pa 
per money issued uuder the authority of the va- 
rious acts’ of Congress, before enumerated, its 
scarcity in the market has occasioned no slight 
embarrassment in the negotiation of loans. 
This can be accounted for only upon the suppo- 
sition that large amounts arc carefully held by 
the people, t hereby exhibiting their confidence in 
its character and value, and that the impetus 
given to trade of every description by the large 
and increasing wants of Government, require a 
largely increased amount of the circulating me- 
dium. A ri-e of prices tends proportionately in 
the same direction. Believing, however, tint 
with the larce addition made to the volume of 
currency by Slate banks, through their various 
forms of credit, the whole amount far exceeded 
the limit of necessity, it was with extreme re- 
luctance that the Secretary felt himself com- 
pelled to replace the fire per cent cou- 
pon notes, which had been withdrawn bv 
an issne of six per cent compound Interest 
notes under the act of June 30. 1864, and even 
to exceed that amount to a small extent. But 
the necessity of the hour left him no choice, 
and he will now proceed to state the condition 
of financial affairs which, in his judgment, ren- 
dered such action imperative. 

SECRETARY FESSENDEN’S EMBARRASSMENTS — THE 
GOYERNMKXT LOANS. 

On assuming office upon the 5th day of July 
last, the Secretary found his condition peculiarly 
embarrassing. The cash balance was on the 1st 
of Jnlv, as before stated, $18,842 508 71. the 
unpaid requisitions on the 5th were $71,814,000, 
the amount of certificates of indebtedness out- 
standing was $1^,796,000. The daily expendi- 
tures could not be calculated at less than two 
and a quarter millions. The larger portion of 
unpaid requisitions was for pay to the army, and 
the Secretary was obliged to look forward to an 
increase from the same quarter of over fifty mil- 
lions on the 1st of September. Thus situated, 
lie could not avoid scrutinizing, with some anx- 
iety, his probable means of meeting these most 
pressing claims upon the Treasure, and also 
providing for the additional daily expenditures, 
lie could look nowhere but to the receipts from 
ordinary sources, and to the power to borrow 
money under existing laws. From customs he 
could expect no substantial aid, and the returns 
for the first qnarter of the current year will show 
that, beyond the revenue pledged to pav the in- 
terest upon bonds issued, and to be issued during 
the year.comparativcly little assistance could be 
derived from this source. 

With regard to internal revenue, the Secre- 
tary felt* more encouraged. Congress had 
wisely provided for a large increase of internal 
duties by a law which went into operation on 
the 1st day of July. Under former laws the 
amount received had been steadily increasing 
during the three preceding months, and in the 
month of June had reached very nearly fifteen 
millions of dollars. The Secretary confidently 
hoped that for July and the succeeding months 
it would reach, if it did not exceed, the dailv 
average of three quarters of a million; but this 
hope, if realized, would still leave him with a 
very large deficiency, to meet which, in part, 
he might issue certificates of indebtedness to 
public creditors. It was desirable, however, to 
avoid, could other means be found, increasing 
the amount of these securities. He might hare 
recourse to the power conferred by the act of 
June 30, 18G4; to pnt an additional two hun- 
dred millions, of legal, tender notes upon the 
maiket, and ltt*. increase that amount by some 
sixty millions In wufctitutton f»r fire per cents 
issued underlie act of March 3, 1863, which 
had been destroyed or were ready to be de- 
stroyed. Fhyftrc(f*ns tilfc^ifioney market was 
witli circulation sufficiently at least to meet the 
necessity of business, he was anxious, if possi- 
ble, to avoid so doubtful an expedient. The 
prospect of negotiating a loan iu the ordinary 
way was by no means flattering, so the notice 
for a loan of thirty-three millions adver- 
tiBcd on t he 2-Klot June hud been withdrawn on 
the 2d of July, the Secretary having reason to be- 
lieve that such loan would not be taken on 
terms which it would be for the interest of the 
Government to. accept. Under these circum- 
stances the Secretary thought it advisable, in 
order to meet growing emergencies, to borrow 
upon bonds or not, and authorized bv the vari- 
ous acts referred to, fifty millions of dollars of 
the banks in the cities or New York, Philadel- 
phia. and Boston, and met the representatives 
of a large number of these institutions in New 
York, for the purpose of effecting that object 
'The result proved, however, that, notwithstand- 
.1<*r a professed, and, as the Secretary was con- 
vinoed, a real desire to aid the Government 
tbeje institutions were not able to furnish the 
assistance required upon the terms which, under 
ekfeting provisions of law, the Secretary felt 
autnOrljed to accept. He had no other alterna- 
tive than to issue legal tender notes to a very 



large amount, or again to advertise for a loan, 
and he had no hesitation as to what course 
ffiould be adopted. Accordingly »n the 25lh of 
Julv he lssned proposals-for a national loan un- 
der the act of June 30, 1801, upon notes payable 
in three years, with semiannual interest at 
7j 3-10 per centum per annum, in lawful 
money. 

He incurred a eonsideraoie expense in aurer- 
ising this loan, believing that it should be as 
widely diffused and as generally understood as 
possible, and offered liberal inducements to 
stimulate the efforts of corporations and indi- 
viduals to dispose of the noiss. Ilia success, 
thongh not what he hoped for or contemplated, 
has been such as not to diminish his confidence 
in the disposition and ability of the people to 
relieve the wants of their government. A seri- 
ous obstacle to greater success has been, tire 
Secretary believes, the amount of other desi- 
rable national securities pressing upon the mar- 
ket. and preventing more favorable opportuni- 
ties for investments. Failing to raise the means 
inquired in the ordinary mode, and urged by 
the conviction that the large amount of suspend- 
ed requisitions — swollen to more than $130,- 
000,000— should be reduced, the Secretary re- 
solved to use all the means at his command to 
pay so much at least as was due to our brave 
soldiers, who were suffering from the long de- 
lay in satisfying their just claims, but still con- 
tinuing to serve their country with unflinch- 
ing courage and uncomplaining devotion. 
To effect this object he was compelled to re- 
place the whole amount of live per cent notes 
which had been cancelled, amounting in the 
whole to more than eighty millions of dollars, 
and even slightly to exceed that sum More 
fully to accomplish his purpose, the Secretary 
resolved to avail himself of the wish expressed 
by many officers and soldiers, through the pay- 
masters’, to offer, to such as desired to receive 
t bem, seven-thirty notes of small denominations. 
He was gratified to find that these notes were 
readily taken in payment to a large amount, onr 
gallant soldiers in many instances not only re- 
ceiving them with alacrity, but expressed their 
satisfaction at being able to aid their country by 
burning money to the Government. The whole 
amount of notes thus disposed of exceeded 
twenty millions of dollars, and the Secretary 
has great satisfaction in stating his belief that 
the disposal thus made was not only a relief to 
the Treasury, but proved ajhenefit to the recip- 
ients in affording them a safe and valuable in- 
vestment and an easy mode of transmitting 
funds to their families. To meet other press- 
ing demands the Secretary again offered to pub- 
lic competition bonds issued under the act of 
March 3, 1803, amounting to about $32,000,000. 
This offer was most favorably received, the 
bid6 reaching nearly $70,000,000, and the whole 
amount offered being taken at a premium of 
four per centum and upward, the Treasury re- 
ceiving, premium included, the sum- of $33,- 
179,014 33. 

Subsequently, on the 1st of October, the Sec- 
retary' advertised for another loan of forty mil- 
lions upon five-twenty bonds, issued under the 
act of June 30, 1864. At the time of this offer 
the money market was in a feverish condition, 
arising from violent fluctuations in gold and 
other causes, and serions doubts were enter- 
tained whether acceptable offers would be made. 
Under these circumstances, and with the hope 
of affecting favorably the market price of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, which had become 
somewhat depressed by the large amount to 
which the issue had been necessarily increased, 
the Secretary decided to receive one-fourth of 
the subscription in these securities. The remit 
was that, notwithstanding the anticipated fail- 
ure of this loan, bids were received amounting 
to nearly $60,000,000, and the whole amount 
offered was taken at a rate above par, and aver- 
aging to the Government a fraction less than 
one per centum. These negotiations have af- 
forded satisfactory evidence not onlv of the 
ability of the people to furnish, at a short no- 
tice, such sums as may be required, but of the 
entire confidence felt in the national securities. 
After nearly four years of a most expensive and 
wasting war, the means to continue it seem ap- 
parently undiminished, while the determination 
to prosecute it with yigor to the end is un- 
abated. 

Iu some particulars the Secretary has found 
himself embarrassed by the restrictive provis- 
ions of the act of July 2, 1801, and he will, 
therefore, at an early day, suggest such modifi- 
cations as lie considers necessary. In his judg- 
ment a wide discretion should be intrusted to 
the officer charged with the duty of negotiat- 
ing loans, in order that he may be enabled to 
avoid unexpected difficulties occasioned by pos- 
sibly, conditions of the money maiket This 
delicate and responsible duty must necessarily I 
be i ntrusted to somebody, and the people can 
have no ottier reliable security for faitlifuluess 
in its discharge, than may be found in the estab- 
lished character of the individual charged with 
so important a trust, whoever he may be. The 
discretion thus confided should, in the opinion 
of the Secretary, include the power of increas- 
ing the currency. To no individual would any 
considerable addition to the circulation, in an’v 
form, be more objectionable than to the present 
head or the Treasury Department, and no one 
would resort to such a measure when the circu- 
lation was adequate to the wants of business, 
with more reluctance. Nor does he believe 
that a patriotic people, struggling for a nation- 
al existence and possessed of ample means, 
would compel him to adopt a measure so fraught 
with injurious consequences as an issue of paper 
monev beyond the limit so prescribed. The 
question, however, would be one for that peo- 
ple to decide. They have pronounced for a 
continuance of the war. until its great objects 
shall have been accomplished, in unmistakable 
terms. It is for them further to determine 
whether the necessary means shall be furnished 
by wav of loan, and the circulation be restrain- 
ed within safe limits ; or whether they will pre- 
fer to indorse the evils of exorbitant prices, 
with a loss of credit in the present, and a debt 
of needless magnitude entailed upon the future. 
Their financial officer can only submit tojtheir 
decision, and act as the necessities of the occa- 
sion may demand. But the Secretary confidently 
believes that, judging from past events and 
recent demonstrations, there can be little ques- 
tion what the public voice will be upon a ques- 
tion so vital. 

It is the province of Congress to indicate and 
determine upon the terms which may be offered 
to those who are invited to invest their means 
in Government securities; and it would seem 
both wise and prudent to makb those terms 
sufficiently liberal. If our public debt must 
necessarily be large, and require a long course 
of years for its liquidation, its wide diffusion is 
most desirable. Such advantages should be 
offered as will induce all who have anything to 
spare beyond the amount required for their own 
support or use to invest that surplus, or a por- 
tion of it, in the national securities. These ad- 
vantages can onlv be found in an increased rate 
of interest, an exemption from public burthens, 
and security of possession. What limit should 
be fixed in cither of these particulars it is for 
the practical experience and wisdom of Con- 
gress to ascertain and determine. 

the premium on gold. 

The experience of the few past months can- 
not have failed to convince the most careless oh- 
setyer that whatever may be the effect of a re- 
dundant circulation upon the price of coin, 
other causes have exercised a greater and more 
deleterious influence. In the course of a few 
days the price of this article rose from about 
$1 50 to $2 85 in paper for one dollar in specie, 
arid subsequently fell in as short a period to 
$1 87, and then again rose as rapidly to $2 50, 
and ail without any assignable cause traceable 
to an incresc or decrease in the circulation of 
paper money, or an expansion or contraction 
of credit or other similar influence on the mar- 
ket tending to occasion a fluctuation so violent. 

It is quite apparent that the solution of the 
problem may be found in the unpatriotic 
and criminal efforts of speculators, and proba- 
bly of secret enemies, to raise the price of coin, 
regardless of the injury inflicted upon the 
country, or desirable to inflict upon it. All 
such attempts should be indignantly frowned 
upon by a patriotic community, and the efforts 
of all good citizens invoked to counteract such 
nefarious schemes. A law providing for the ex- 
emplary- punishment of combinations for such 
a purpose might tend to vindicate, if it could 
not protect, the public rights in this regard, 
and should be, so far as possible, rigidly en- 
forced. But whatever success might attend any 
effort to check speculation in coin, or to coun- 
teract its injurious effect, it is still obvious that 
so long as there remains a large and increasing 
necessity for its nse, and a limited supply, it 
will command a price commensur.iCfe with the 
necessity and the difficulty of obtaining it. This 
necessity arises from the demand for foreign ex- 
change, for customs duties, and to pav the in- 
terest on the public debt. 

The matter of foreign exchange I do not pro- 
pose to discuss. The demand for duties on 
imports and that to pav the interest on a large 
portion of the publity debt are so far identical 
that one is dependent upon the other. The laws 
authorizing the issue of bonds bearing iuterest 
in coin, specifically pledged the revenue from 
customs to the payment of that interest, and 
provided for the collection of those duties iu 
the same currency. Iu the opinion of the Sec- 
retary that pledge should not be violated ; a 
departure from it could ouiv be vindicated bv 
one of those State necessities which justify a 
nation in temporarily postponing its obligations 
in order to preserve the power to discharge 
them at a future day. When the pledge was 
given no one anticipated a possible continuance 
of the war for such a length of time as would 
Involve the increase of the public debt to the 
point it has already attained, or the possible 
payment of interest in coin to an **nount be- 
yond the ability of duties on imports to supply. 

It will be noticed, however, that our annual 
coin interest now exceeds $56,000,000. Should 
the additional amount required for the expen- 
ditures of the present fiscal year be raised upon 
iionds bearing Interest in coin, and the revenue 
from customs not exceed the estimate predicted 
upon the receipts of the first quarter, it is quite 
manifest that resort must soon lie had to some 
other source of supply, or recourse must be had- 
to the emission of veenrities of a different char- 
acter. It could not be expected that such see 
curities would stand on a level with those th 
interest upon which Is payable in coin, unless 
an increased value should he given them by a 
higher rate of interest, or their payment should 
lie secured by a specific lien upon revenue. In 
view of tlie serious consideration presented by 
this question, whether, as affecting the market 
value of coin or the abilitv of Government to 
meet its specific interest, should the war con- 
tinue, from the revenue new specifically appro- 
priated to that purpose, the Secretary is forced 
to the conclusion that wc should in the future 
rely, for the most part, upon securities hearing 
interest in currency, convertable into bonds, 
the interest of which is payable in coin. Notes 
bearing an increased rate of interest, parable 
in currency, redeemable in three or five vears, 
and convertable at maturity fin to five-twentv 
bonds, would be preferable, in the judgment of 
the Secretary, to any other form of security. 
Bonds at long dates, the interest of which is 
payable in currency at the usual rate, would be 
leas attractive, and iu the $hd involve a much 
greater racriflee. 



T1IK anVElf-TlIlRTY XOTlOS. 

The f even-thirty notes authorized oy the act of 
June .V>. 1864, and low offered to the public, 
pie*ent as many advantages as any form of cur- 
rency security, uniting n high rste of interest 
with convertibility. At the period of their ma- 
lurity it may b« confidently believed that the 
country will have been restored to o state of se- 
curity and peace, with all disturbing element* 
quieted, and resources Increased and increasing, 
its strength confirmed, and with ample ability 
to meet all its obligations from iu ordinary re- 
sources. 

TH* NATIONAL BANKS. 

In the report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency will be found statement!" of the number 
of National Banks organized since his last an- 
nual report, the States and Territories wherein 
organized, the amount of tapital paid in, circu- 
lation, and bonds deposited. The statement 
exhibits a large and rapid increase, and demon- 
strates the popularity of the srstem. The rapid 
and extensive conversion of State institutions of 
established character, conducted through a long 
series of jears by men of recognized financial 
ability, into banks organized under the new sys- 
tem, could not have taken place unless after full 
and careful consideration as to its safety and 
superior advantages. If it should be said that 
perhaps these advantages maybe rather to those 
individually interested than to the community 
at large, the reply is that a single uniform cur- 
rency, possessing the same value throughout 
the whole country, has been too long a general 
object of desire to have its importance ques- 
tioned. If to this great and obvious good be 
added tlie besefit to Government in its financial 
operations, of being freed from all the uncer- 
tainties and embarrassments arising from a cur- 
rency over which it can exercise no control, the 
advantage of any system which will effect these 
objects can admit of no debate. The Secretary 
was not among the first to approve the plan 
adopted bv Congress, and which seems to be 
receiving the popular sanction. Time and ob- 
servation of its effects hare, however, convinced 
him that the system, if not without defect, iB 
based upon sound principles, and is entitled to 
all the benefit of a fair trial, and it is quite ap- 
parent that the good to be hoped cannot be 
fully realized so long as another svstem at war 
with tha great object* to be attained shall con- 
tinue to exist unchecked and uncontrolled. 
While, therefore, the Secretary would not advise 
the adoption of unfriendly or severe measure*, 
likely to embarrass the business of the country, 
especially when Indications are so favorable that 
the national system will *oon replace all of a 
merely local character, he is yet of the opinion 
that such discriminating legislation sh'ould be 
had as will induce the withdrawal of all other 
circulation than that issued under national an* 
thoritv at the earliest possible moment. 

THE WORK OK THE TKRASWRKK AND HI* AS- 
SISTANTS. 

For a statement ot the transactions of the 
Treasury during the past year you are respect- 
fully referred to the report of the Treasurer. 
The labors of that officer are largelv increased 
by the number of depositories which have been 
designated under the act to provide a national 
currency. The labors of the Treasurer, and al- 
so of the Assistant Treasurers in the principal 
cities and the depositories designated under the 
act of August G, 1H16, are necessarily propor- 
tionate to the vast amounts passing through 
their hands, and the pecuniary responsibilities 
of some are such as few men, whose character 
and capacity would justify so important a trust, 
are willing to assume. Necessarily obliged to 
surround themselves with a large number of 
assistants, for whose care and integrity they 
must be answerable and to give bonds in 
amounts that few private fortunes would meet, 
a high degree of courage is required to endure 
the perplexities and incur the hazards of such 
an office. In view of these facts, and of the 
much better compensation readilv paid to such 
men for labors much lighter, and responsibili- 
ties far less important, I cannot but recommend 
that the salaries of the Treasurer and of the As- 
sistant Treasurers, and some of the desig- 
nated depositories, be increased within the 
current a ear. The Assistant Treasurer at 
New York, having been compelled by ill 
health to resign, after long and most 
useful and honorable service, it became nec- 
essary to find a person qualified bvhis knowl- 
edge of business and financial affairs, by spot- 
less character and acknowledged ability, to dis- 
charge the duties of that most important posi- 
tion. This the Secretary found to be extremely 
difficult, principally because the great pecuniary 
risk deterred men who had anything to lose, 
while the compensation allowed bv law was 
much lower than Is customarily paid for similar 
but far inferior service. 

The office was reluctantly occupied by the 
present incumbent, who relinquished an hon- 
orable position, with a much higher salary, at 
the urgent solicitation of the Secretary, purely 
from a sense of patriotism. Impelled by the 
same honorable feeling, the Assistant Treasurer 
at 8t. Louis consented to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, which had been tendered to the Depart- 
ment. Not onlv justice, hut the best interests 
of the Government, require that such compen- 
sation be paid to all public officers as will enable 
them to discharge important trusts freed from 
the harassing care* and anxieties attendant upon 
inadequate incomes, and bearing a just propor- 
tion to the nature and amount of service. The 
difficulty of inadequate compensation has oona- 
sioned much embarrassment in other operations 
of this Department. Many persons of expe- 
rience and skill, and who could readily com- 
ronnd higher pay in similar employments else- 
where, have resigned their places in the Depart- 
ment. These places it has been found extremely 
difficult to fill, although there ha* been no 
reason to complain of a lack of applicants for 
employment. But in the vast and complicated 
affairs of the Treasury Department raanv per- 
sons are required possessing a high order of 
ability, derived both from study and experience, 
and without whose aid these affairs could not 
be well and speedily transacted. 8 leb persons 
cannot be expected to remain in the pnblic 
service, and be content witli a compensation too 
small for the daily wants of themselves and 
families, when solicited and accepted in other 
situations, and justly end even liberally remu- 
nerated. While, therefore, the Secretary does 
not favor high salaries, and feels a* strong! v as 
any one the necessity of strict economy, he is 
compelled to state this condition of things for 
the consideration of Congress. 

PREVENTION OK SMUOOLTNO. 

The high rates of duties oh imports imposed 
bv recent laws afford such temptation to smug- 
gling, and such facilities are presented for suc- 
cessful attempts to evade the revenue laws by 
the extent and nature of onr sea- coast, and more 
especially of our frontier, that the necessity of 
strenuous efforts to prevent and punish offences 
of this kind is impressed upon the Department 
with daily increasing force. The attention of 
Congress is particularly invited to so much of 
the report of the Commissioner of Custom* as 
relates to this very important subject. The act 
“to prevent smuggling, and for other purposes,” 
approved June 27, 1864, contains important 
provisions, which, if properl v enforced will, it 
is believed, prove highly efficient. Buffi dent 
time, however, for all the preparation necessary 
to earn- all ot these provision* into effect has 
not, as vet. been afforded. In the meantime, a 
careful preliminary inspection has been made 
by the Commissioner, under instruction from 
the Secretary, along our sea-coast and frontier 
lines, and the result of his observations leads to 
the conviction that preparations on a large scale 
are in progress for extensive and systematic 
operations in smuggling across our northern 
and northeastern borders. To prevent, or even 
to check, these operations, an increase of pre- 
ventive force will he absolutely necessary, and 
means should he placed at the disposal ot the 
department for that purpose, to be expended in 
such manner as the exigency mav require. From 
the report of the Commissioner and the nature 
of the case, it is no less obvious that an increase 
in the number of revenue boats, especially on 
the lakes, is not onlv expedient., but nece*sarr; 
and the appropriation for that object should 
also be increased so as to meet the w into of the 
service. 

COMMERCIAL INTERCOURSE WITH THE REBEL 
STATES 

The act approved July 2, 1861, entitled “An 
act in addition to the several acts concerning 
commercial intercourse between loval and 
insurrectionary States, and to provide for the 
collection of captured and abandoned property, 
and the prevention of frauds in State* declared 
in insurrection,” modified in *overal important 
particular* pre-existing laws upon the sime 
subject. So ranch of the act of July 13. 1861 a* 
authorized the President to permit commercial 
relations in insurrectionary State* and section* 
was repealed, except in certain specified ci*e*. 
The rules and regulations with regard to com- 
mercial intercourse previously adopted have 
been modified accordingly. The second rather 
largely extended the powers and responsibili- 
ties of the Department by placing in it* charge 
abandoned lands, houses, and tenement* in in- 
surrectionary States, for the purpose* of occu- 
pation and lease, and still further bv directing 
that provision should be made “in such lease* 
or otherwise for the employment and general 
welfare of all persons within the lines of na- 
tional military occupation within said insur- 
rectionary States formerly held as slaves, who 
are or shall become free.” This clause 
is regarded as placing all such Dergons 
under the protection of this Department, 
through which their general welfare is to 
he provided for. In framing rules and regula- 
tions to carry the provision* of this act into 
• fleet as directed in section eleven, such as were 
deemed essential to the proper execution of the 
power* conferred in relation to freed men were 
made and approved by the President as re- 
quired. It was v however, found ncce**arv to 
suspend their operations for a time. This class 
of persons had been and were vet under the 
protection of the War Department, and the 
necessary provisions for their welfare had been 
afforded under military authority and supervi- 
sion. The arrangements made for thi* purpose 
contemplated a continuance of the system 
adopted through the curreut vear. It was 
deemed advisable, therefore, to defer action in 
this regard until the time, should arrive for 
commencing the operations of a new vear, and 
in the meantime to allow the freedinen to re- 
main, as thev had been, under military protec- 
tion. The eighth section of said act authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury, with the approval 
of the President, to appoint agent* to purchase, 
on certain specified term*, auy products of 
States declared in Insurrection. 

The amount of fuuds placed at the disposal of 
riie Secretary for that purpose was, however, so 
limited that large operations on a cash basi* 
were out of the question. In fact, the proper 
execution of the authority conferred bv this 
provision of the statute has been attended with 
embarrassment. After much consideration, 
however, a series of regulation* was framed 
and approved, and several agents have been ap- 
pointed. who have commenced operations un- 
der the laws hut their appointment i* so recent 
that no sufficient time has elapsed to afford a 
basis for any reliable opinion of the probable 
result. The Secretary is, however, of the opin- 
ion that whether the hoped which may haye been 



indulged of a considerable revenue to the Gov- 
ernment from this source are realized or not, 
the incidental advantage* of getting to ratrker. 
a considerable supply of the product* referred 
to would compensate any effort made bv the 
Government in that direction. A copy of the 
rules and regulations as received, together with 
there relating to abandoned lands, homes, and 
tenements, providing for the care and employ- 
ment of freedmen and for the purchase of pro- 
duct*. are appended to this report. The Secre- 
tary lias great satisfaction in stating that all ex- 
pense* connected with executing the scvertl 
He's restricting commercial intercourse have 
been much more than paid bv fees arising under 
the regslations heretofore adopted. 

ON* HUNDRED $1,000 BONDS MISSING. 

While the Secretary has great pleasure in 
stating that, so far as hi* personal knowledge 
extend*, and so far as he is informed, the af- 
fairs of this Department have been well and 
satisfactorily conducted during the past year, an 
incident has occurred of a painful character, in- 
volving a possible loss to the Government and 
tending to excite suspicion as to the integrity of 
some person or persons employed in conduct- 
ing its operation. On the 5th of June last Mr. 
P. Bailey, chief clerk, and superintendent of tlje 
local branch, connected with the Secretary’s of- 
fice, addressed a letter to the Secretary, stating 
that one hundred bonds, partially prepared for 
is«nc under the acts of Julv 17 and August 5, 
1861, of $1,000 each, were missing, and no trace 
oi them conld he found. The bonds were num- 
bered from 34.301 to 34,480, inclusive, and were 
* part of one thousand transmitted bv the Na- 
tional Bank Note Company on the 26th of Sep. 
tember, 1868. In hi* letter to the Secretary Mr. 
Bailey states: “I have exhausted all the re- 
sources at my command in endeavoring to find 
them, and nothing i* left for me but to report 
the facts.” A strict inquiry as to all the facts 
connected with the affair was immediately insti- 
tuted. hut no light was obtained further than to 
show that, oh the 20th of September previous, 
Mr. Bailey sent the bond* in an open basket, 
with a weight placed on them, by two ine* 'Co- 
pers, one of whom was an old clerk of es- 
tablished character, to the Register's oflfl e, 
and there offered them to the clerk who usually 
received the coupon bonds in the Register’s 
room, who objected to taking charge of them 
on the ground that there was no place in the 
office where they could be safely kept, and re- 
quested that thev might he taken back to the 
lonn branch, where there were good safe*. Mr. 
Bailey was sent for, and after some consultation 
as to the proper place of deposit, consented 
that they should be taken back and deposted in 
the safe in his office, and they were accord- 
ingly carried back bv the same messengers, 
taken out ot the basket, laid on the table, and 
in the course of the day placed in thesafe, where 
they remained, as was supposed, until called for 
bv t he Register. Thev were called for and de- 
livered from time to time from March 17 to 
June 5. 1864. when the loss was discovered. 
The character of all parties concerned is re- 
ported as above suspicion, and nothing has 
since transpired to elucidate the matter or to 
furnish any indications a* td what has become of 
the missing bonds. A* thev had not been signed 
bv the Register, or sealed, thev cannot be nego- 
tiated. The coupon*, however, were sealed and 
complete, and payable to bearer on January and 
Julv 1 in each year. A careful examination was 
made of the January coupons paid on bonds of 
that issue, bnt it does not appear that any of 
them had been paid. These would be known 
by their numbers. Instructions were given to 
watch carefully for these coupons, but nothing 
further has been elicited. No ot her steps have 
been taken, ns none appeared likely to be at- 
tended with *anv effect. With this exception I 
am not aware that any loss ha* occurred in the 
department. 

OPERATIONS OK THE MINT. 

For the detailed operations of the Mint and 
its branches I respectfully refer to the report of 
the Superintendent of the Mint. The total 
value or. the bullion deposited at the Mint and 
branches during the last, fiscal vear was $24.- 
020.808 47. of which $23,986,989 92 was in gold 
and $933,818 55 in silver. Deducting the rc- 
depoeits there remain the actual deposits, 
amounting to $24,012,741 49. The coinage for 
the year was — In gold coin, $21,619,315; gold 
bars, $2,333,463 31; silver coin. $548,214 10; 
silver bars. $301,872 89; cents, $163 800 — total 
coinage. $25,296,535 30 The number of pieces 
of all denominations coined was 46,983,396. Of 
this coinage, $3,560,436 40 in 45,114.276 pieces 
was at Philadelphia, $12,534,809 02 in 1,869,120 
pieces at San Francisco, and $1,876,377 04 in 
gold and silver bars at New York. The Branch 
Mint at Denver has confined its opera- 
tions to melting, refining, assaying, and 
stamping bullion. The number of bars 
thus stamped was 582, of the value of $136,- 
329 97. The cost of transportation from the 
Denver Mint to the 6eaboard. coupled with the 
disturbed condition of the Indians on the houte. 
have operated thus far to prevent the free de- 
velopment of the usefulness of this branch mint. 

I have hopes that the efforts now making may 
prove successful so far as to obviate in great part 
the difficulties referred to. A question of title to 
the proposed site of the branch mint at Nevada, 
authorized by Congress, has intervened to pre- 
vent any further steps from being taken toward 
its establishment, and no further step* can 1>e 
taken until Congress shall have perfected the 
title. As soon as proper information can be ob- 
tained, the necessary measures will be taken for 
the establishment of a branch mint at Dalles 
City, Oregon, in pursuance of the act of July 4, 
1864. Preliminary examinations and reports 
have been ordered relative to a new building for* 
the mint at San Francisco, authorized by act of 
July 9, 1864. 

THE COAST SURVEY. 

As in preceding years, the great value of 
the coast survey is constantly impressed upon 
the Government. While It* operations upon 
the Northern coast have been continued with- 
out interruption, details of its officers have 
continued to he furnished to the army aud 
navy, who have rendered service of great 
importance in the conduct of the war, and 
contributed largelv to the success of vari- 
ous military and naval operations, not onlv 
Upon the coast, but in the interior, as frequently 
testified bv the officers In command. The 
light-houses ]nnd buoys in charge of the Light- 
house Board have been maintained at their 
recognized standard of excellence. Some sug- 
gestions arc made hv the Board tending to 
render the system still more efficient, to carry 
out which estimates have been submitted. The 
restoration of lights injured or de*tr ived by the 
rebels hns been proceed d with as rapidly as the 
territory has l>een brought within the control of 
the United States forces, and it is believed that 
the same unbroken chain which was ex hi hi red 
before the war will soon he re-established along 
the whole coast of the United States. 

REPORTS OF BUREAUS. 

The Secretary refers with satisfaction to the 
reports of the heads of the several bureaus and 
officers as exhibiting the onerous duties devolv- 
ing upon them, and the great amount of labor 
performed, all of which has been, with few ex- 
ceptions, bestowed cheerfully and assiduously 
An increase of force i* required in the bureaus 
of the Second and Third Auditor and the Sec- 
ond Comptroller, to prevent a vast accumula- 
linn of business, injurious to claim ants and em- 
barrassing to the Government. 

THE NEW YORK CUiTOM-IlOUSE. 

The lease of the premise* now occupied a* a 
custom-house in New fork will expire on the 
first day of May next, but may, under the pro- 
visions of the contract of lea*e, be purchased by 
the Government for one million of dollars, if 
notice to that effect is given three months be- 
fore its termination. The premises are suitable 
and convenient for custom-house purposes, and 
of greater value than the sum named. If the 
purchase is to be made the Secretary should be 
seasonably authorized to give the stipulated 
notice, and the necessary appropriation m ide 
before the adjournment of Congress. This pur- 
chase has been heretofore recommended in two 
successive reports, and in that recommendation 
i he Secretary fully concurs. Iu closing this re- 
port the Secretary feels that he caimot but fol- 
low the example of his predecessor In rrateftilly 
acknowledging the obligation he is under to the 
Assistant Secretaries aud other officer* of the 
Treasury Department, not only for the cheerful- 
ness and devotion with which their own pecu- 
liar duties have been discharged, but for the 
kindness and zeal with which they have striven 
to lighten his labors and enable him to sustain, 
however imperfectly, the weight of a most on- 
erous and embarrassing position.

A New Blackberry — The Kittatinny. — It 
is only within a few years that the blackberry 
hns been included in the list of cultivated fruits. 
The New Rochelle and Dorchester are such 
marked improvements over the ordinary wild 
fruits that we have been apt to consider that 
perfection has been reached with the blxckber- 
rv. There are several varieties not yet before 
the public, which arc in some respects superior 
to the established sorts, and it is hoped that cul- 
tivators will go on improving this delicious fruit 
until all the good qualities are found ia one 
berry. One of the new varieties, which we 
have known for two years, is called the Kitta- 
linny, from its having originated in the moun- 
tains of that name. Though it has been in pri- 
vate hands for many years, it has only recently 
been brought to the notice of horticulturists. 
Early in August, in company with several ama- 
teurs. we visitea a garden in Sussex county, N. 
J., where this variety is in cultivation. Iu the 
habit and vigor of the plant it resembles the 
New Rochelle, and although the bushes had 
not been trained iu a manner to produce the 
greatest fruitfulness, thev* were loaded with 
berries in all stages of development. The 
foliage is rather more coarsely serrate than 
in the New Rochelle. An illustration is 
given of a cluster of fruit of the nataral size. 
The berries are longer and nnore irregular 
than those of the New Rochelle; we meas- 
ured several which were an inch and a half 
long, and three inches in circumference. The 
pips large, with small seeds, juicy, sweet, and 
with a true blackberry flavor. The fruit pos- 
sesses tbe great advantage that it does not need 
to lie over-ripe iu order to be eatable, but while 
still hard enough to send to market, it is sweet 
and fit for the table. The crop ripens up grad- 
ually, and though the first fruit had been picked 
two w eeks before our visit (August 3), there was 
a great abundance of green fruit coming for- 
ward. The canes are perfectly hard in the 
mountains of Sussex county, but doubtless it 
would, like other varieties, be benefited by 
protection in winter. Should the Kittatinny do 
as well elsewhere, it will be a valuable addition 
to our limited list of varieties.’ To save answer- 
ing queries, it may be well to state that the 
stock of this plant is in the hands of Mr. E. 
Williams, of Montclair, N. J., who has placed 
it in the hands of our most prominent fruit- 
growers, with a view of further testing it before 
offering it for sale to the public, and that uoue 
will be sold the present year.

All women, however irre- 
proachable they may be, are daughters of Eve, 
and tbe Russian Countess of the new comedv, 
who desires so ardently to peep behind the 
screen that closes out the world in which she 
moves /rom that demi-monde where the Hebe* 
Putapoufs, les dames aux camelias, les fiiles de 
marbre, reign supreme, and which possesses such 
a strange attraction to husbands and son*, is 
but the prototype of duchesses and countesses, 
as well as plain mesdames, who, not satisfied 
by efforts to eclipse their unhappy rivals in ex- 
travagance and eccentricity of dress, endeavor 
to obtain a know ledge of habits and of a mode 
of living which good taste, if not delicacy, 
should forbid their striving even to catch a pass- 
ing glimpse. 

Murmurs loud and deep were heard from 
talons, ateliers, and shops, when it was rumor- 
ed, a little while ago, that the autumn was to 
pass away without the usual imperial gathering 
at the Palace of Complegne. Great was the dis- 
appointment. not only of feminine diplomat es. 
ladies in waiting, &c., but of milliuers and 
mantua-makers who garner on such occasionsa 
harvest of gold napoleons. It was whispered 
that an illustrious lady was pouting out of tem- 
per with the Franco- Italian convention, and in 
consequence the Court was condemned to be 
in an ill humor too, and eschew for the moment 
the chase, the torch-light battue , and the bril- 
liant balls in tbe gorgeous halls of the palace, 
which the exquisite taste of the Empress has 
rendered Ane of the most beautiful royal resi- 
dences in Europe. But such gossip has proved 
false, as is the usual fate of gossip, and the Em- 
press left St. Cloud two days since to receive the 
first ai rivals of a series of guests. It would be 
impossible to give your lady readers au idea of 
the boundless extravagance in which these lady 
guests indulge when ordering breakfast toi- 
lettes, dinner toilettes, ball toilettes, and hunt- 
ing costumes, to be displayed during the three 
days for which they are bidden to lorm a part 
of the imperial household. We hear that crin- 
olines are to be discarded, many fashionable 
dames have appeared on the race-grounds in 
costumes having long skirts falling in ample 
folds about the person, without the support of 
hoops, or steel springs. It is yet to be seen 
whether these introducers of the “ Crinolocaste ” 
(a new word just coined to denote the absence 
of crinoline) will succeed in their attempt to re- 
duce the amplitude of skirts into reasonable di- 
mensions. I doubt whether this new mode will 
find its way into drawing rooms as vet. 

In the recherche establishment for mourning 
of Monsieur Saran, No. 100 Rue de la Paix, 
there is a display of many different styles of 
cloaks, mantles, and other winter wrapping*. 
For very deep mourning, a silk paletot, covered 
with English crape, is the most appropriate. 
But, for half-mourning or out of mourning, 
long garments or short garment.*, tight fitting 
or loose mantles, are equally worn. There is 
the black cashmere burnous, quilted ami fined 
with taffetas, and trimmed with a border and 
hood of black guipure. Forshort mantles there 
are pretty ca&aquea, half fitting the figure, made 
of gray plush, spotted with black, and edged 
with a’tblck cord worked with jet bead*. Then, 
there are more dressy coats fashioned of black 
velvet; the body is tight fitting, and simulate* 
the Louis XIV. waistcoat in front; the long 
basques are square, aud are decorated, a* well 
as the corsage, with gimp and guipure. There 
are also vandvkcd basquines, made either of 
velvet or plush, cut down the front and around 
the edge* in large Vandykes; these basquines 
are trimmed either with guipure, headed with a 
chenille plait, or with a Thibet fringe. 

Bonnets are worn small, round at the cheeks, 
and have generally handkerchief-shaped crowns. 
The novelty styled “tide veils” is very pretty 
and becoming, although not suited for full dress. 
The veil, of clear grenadine, either pink or blue, 
is cut as a wide scarf, and must always be worn 
with a gray or raavne plush bonnet. Steel or 
silver hanging buttons form a charming addi- 
tion to black velvet trimmings. For instance, 
a gray-moire rilk spotted with black, having a 
decoration of wide undulating black velvet 
bunds, edged with black lace, is decorated with 
silver hanging buttons. 

Relation between Beauty ok Feature and 
Beauty ok Mind. — In Herbert Spencer V floral, 
Political, and ^Esthetic Essays,” just published 
by D. Appleton & Co., of New York, there is 
an essay on Personal Beauty, from which wc 
make the follow ing extract: 

If, then, recession of the forehead, protuber 
ance of the jaws, and largeness of the cheek 
bones, three leading elements of ugliness, are 
demonstrably indicative of meutal inferiority — 
if such other facial defects as great width be- 
tween the eyes, flatness of the nose, spreading 
of its al«, frontward opening of the nostrils, 
length of the mouth, and largeness of the lips, 
are habitually associated with these, aud disap- 
pear along with them as intelligence increase*, 
both in the race and in the individual, is it not 
a fair inference that all such faulty traits of 
feature signify deficiencies of mind? 

If, further, our ideal of human beanty ischar- 
acteiized not simply by the absence of these 
traits, but by the presence of opposite ones — if 
this ideal, a* found iu sculptures of the Greek 
gods, has been used to represent superhuman 
power and intelligence — and if the race so using 
it were themselves distinguished by a mental su- 
periority, which, if we consider their disadvan- 
tages, produced results unparalleled, have wo 
uoi \et stronger reasons for concluding that the 
chief components of beauty and ugliness are 
severally connected with perfection and imper- 
fection of mental nature? And when, lastly, we 
remember that the variations of feature consti- 
tuting expression are confessedly significant of 
character — when we remember that these tend 
by repetition to organize themselves to affect 
not only the skin and muscles, but the bones of 
the lace, and to be transmitted to offspring — 
when we thus find that there is a psychological 
meaning alike iu each pas ing adjustment of the 
features in the marks that habitual adjustment* 
leave in the marks inherited from ancestors, -and 
in those main outlines of the facial bones and 
integuments indicating the type or race, are we 
not almost forced to the conclusion that all 
forms of feature are related to forms of rniud, 
and that we consider them admirable or other- 
wise, according as the traits of nature they im- 
ply are admiiablc or otherwise! 

)u the extremes the relationship is demonstra- 
ble. That transitory aspects of face accoinp vuy 
transitory mental states, and that we consider 
these aspects ugly or bcautitul according to the 
mental slates they accompany are ugly or beau- 
tiful, no one doubts that those perinauent and 
most marked aspects of face dependent on the 
Ixmv framework, accompany those permanent 
and most marked mental states which express 
themselves iu barbarism and civilization; and 
that wo consider as beautiful those which ac- 
company mental superiority, and as ugly those 
which accompany mental inferiority, is equally 
certain. Ami if this connection unquestionably 
holds in the extreme* — if, as judged by average 
facte, and by our half instinctive convictions, it 
also holds more or less visibly in intermediate 
wises, it becomes an almost' irrisistible induc- 
tion that the aspects which please us are the 
outward correlatives of inward perfections, 
while the aspect* which displease us are the 
outward correlatives of inward imperfections. 
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Our Neighbors in the Star*.— Many writers 
have gone into the question of the probable 
stature, strength, and configuration ol our fel- 
low-beings iu other spheres. Christian Welti 
long ago fixed the height of the inhabitants of 
Jupiter at forty feet eight inches. The Fouricr- 
ists have more recently imagined a kind of 
celestial hierarchy in which the successive groups 
rise one above another, in analogy, with those 
of the lower universe, into what M. Rcn&ud has 
termed binivers, trinivers, quatrinivers, etc. 
The planets themselves have souls, aud die out, 
as ours will do, to give place to newer forms of 
planetary life. Swedenborg, everybody knows, 
glow so familiar with the inhabitants of the 
several planets in which he w f as iu the habit of 
spending his leisure moments of spiritual cc- 
staev, that he has left us little to find out touch- 
ing the moral and other characteristic* of our 
brethren in those abodes. The feelings with 
which we, in turn, inspire those remote rela- 
tions of ours — the lively warmth of Venus, the 
dignified calm of Jupiter, the sardonic coldness 
of Saturn — are not less matters of fact and 
veracity. Science, thus interpreted, points to a 
place for our souls amongthose radiant spheres. 
Transported among new conditions of existen ce, 
they may contract or put forth powers akin to 
those of the happier beings whose lot has been 
already cast there. And, as to what that lot 
may be, it makes tbe mouth water to listen to 
M. Flammarion lecturing us. In an atmos- 
phere no longer composed of oxygen and azote, 
what ills of climate may not be spared those 
fortunate denizens? The whole pulmonary 
apparatus is doubtless modified, and with 
it the whole system of organic functions. 
Instead of the gross and clumsy plan of 
keeping up the bodily growth aud warmth 
by food, liquid, -and* solid — the degrading 
expedient of borrowing for that end, the debris 
of other beings, and, worst of all, that of killing 
and devouring those endowed with life, there 
may be il svstem of nourishing atmospheres, 
composed of elements nutritious in themselves, 
and capable of assimilation by organa of corres- 
ponding ethereal texture. In the general repeal 
of laws which belong to mao’* inferior state, 
that of “labor” may come in for the earliest 
abolition, and with it go all those vulgar cares, 
appetites, and ambitions to which so much of 
the misery and ennui of terrestrial life are due. 
Vice wilf never have arisen. The origin of evil 
will offer no point for philosophers to wrangle 
over; for evil itself will never have stepped in. 
Another “law” abrogated, or rather never set in 
force, will be that o? “death.” War and vio- 
lence, excess and decay, being unknown in 
those happy regions, the idea of dying will be 
out of the question. Peace and right will reign 
undisturbed. The verv faculties of the intellect 
will partake of the purity and tlicelevation of the 
moral nature. The tedious and cumbrous pro- 
cesses of experiment and observation will be re- 
placed by a direct and transcendental vision of 
truth. It seems us if the limit of logic itself 
will be .‘•truck off as fetters from the spirit. The 
old problems insoluble here will seem perfectly 
contemptible. The circle will have been squared 
there long ago, aud philosophers’ stones will be 
picked up by the roadside. The elixir of life, in- 
deed, will he unknown, because, as wc have 
seen, it will be superfluous. Art and science 
will enter upon new phases. Numeration will 
proceed by such novel and unprecedented pro- 
cesses that we tremble to pronounce what two 
and two may be expected to make in M. Flam- 
marion** developed universe.
